“Beloved, if our heart condemn us not, 
then have we confidence toward God” 
(I John 3:21). If there is nothing be- 
tween, if no barrier of disobedience, then 
everything is “perfit” and our fellowship 
is sweet.

HE question we are about to pose may seem a difficult 
[Pore ttes of course, you have a ball of twine and 

a piece of ribbon with which to work out a recom- 

mended illustration. But you decide. Here is the 
problem itself as presented—and answered—in the col- 
umns of a bulletin of information on the United Nations 
prepared for schoolroom use. 

“To those who traditionally are eager for solutions that 
are crisp and clean,” the publication asserts, “even bad 
solutions seem preferable to no solutions. Hence many 
feel the UN should be blamed because the world is in 
ferment. 

“To show how mistaken is this idea, get a ball of twine, 
measure it, knot a piece of ribbon on the outside end 
which equals one-thousandth of the entire ball’s length. 
The ribbon represents the six (plus) years of the UN’s 
existence. The entire ball represents man’s recorded his- 
tory—six thousand years. 

“Have the believers in the UN hold onto the little bit 
of ribbon while the doubters unroll the twine around 
the room. The comparatively fractional time in which the 
UN has existed will be indelibly clear.” 

Since we ourselves have had no convenient ball of twine 
or ribbon with which to carry out this project, its im- 
pact is somewhat lost on us. We question, however, 
whether unrolling even a very big ball of twine would 
erase all doubts concerning some UN premises and 
approaches. 

If in spite of this we grasp the thought correctly, the 
plea is for more time. This may be reasonable—but how 
much more time? The inference is that only when the 
UN has had some 5,994 more years in which to try its 
hand can its success or failure be clearly seen. 

We doubt whether many will be enthused at the thought 
of 5,994 more years of UN effort if continued along pres- 
ent lines. The implication that problems may take as 
long to solve as they have been in the making is also 
open to some question. 

The ball of twine, we think, might better be used for 
another illustration. Let it represent the years on years 
during which man has asserted that he is wise enough to 
run earthly affairs unaided. 

Under God’s hand the unwinding years of history not 
only have placed the opportunity in his reach, they have 
even forced him to try to perfect some means of man- 
made government as a last resort. 

God will be vindicated. The current of time is sweep- 
ing rapidly toward the day when man will be compelled 
to acknowledge that though he has been given every 
chance, it is not in him to guide his own affairs. The 5,994 
years will be given if need be to make this point—but 
judging from our present times, a much shorter span of 
years will be enough. 


You Are a Debtor 

Many a reader of these columns has known the ex- 
perience of deliverance from serious illness. God’s people 
have been burdened to pray for his recovery and in 
definite answer to that prayer he has been given new 
health and strength. 
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If God has led you through an experience such as this 
we hope you have not emerged without a sense of being 
a debtor—a debtor first to Him who has given strength 
again and then to other Christians in similar need of 
prayer. 

Such circumstances should remind us also that we are 
debtors to those who have graciously prayed for us with 
respect to other needs—that we might be healed of spir- 
itual blindness and brought to a saving knowledge of 
Christ, that we might grow in grace, that we might bear 
fruit in service. How much others—some of whom we 
scarcely know—have invested in prayer for us for God’s 
glory! 

How infinitely much more, however, has God invested 
in our salvation. One day He gave His Son to hang upon 
a cross. One day He laid our sin on Him and poured out 
judgment on the One He loved. No wonder that thinking 
of this, of the sin from which he had been loosed, and the 
new life and commission he had received, the apostle 
Paul was led to exclaim (Rom. 1:14), “I am debtor.” 

If you are yet ignoring what Christ has done for you, 
you are a debtor to Him. Cry out to Him now to become 
your Saviour and your Lord. If you already belong to 
Him, you, like Paul, are all the more a debtor to speak 
to the lost about you and to pray for them as others 
have prayed for you.

The above is quoted not because of its shocking nature 
—sad to say, many such items may be seen here and there 
today—but because of the striking way it illustrates the 
course of unbelief. 

If there is one thing more than another which every 
man or woman should fear, it is the terrible consequences 
of deliberately turning away from the truth of Scripture. 
There was a day when men knew God but willfully turned 
their backs and closed their eyes. When this took place, 
as we learn in Romans 1, the lamp of man’s understand- 
ing flickered and went out. 

This still takes place today in the minds of people who 
once had some degree of spiritual understanding. That 
this is true is all too clearly shown in the dreary wander- 
ings of thousands of cults and “isms.” For most of them 
there was a day of definite departure from the Bible’s 
basic message, from full faith in Jesus Christ, the Son of 
God, from dependence on His death and resurrection. 
At first their path seemed to turn but slightly from the 
way, but having once turned aside, their course has led 
them farther and farther away. 

The Bible makes it clear that the day is fast approach- 
ing when millions shall turn to follow Satan’s Antichrist 
to their destruction. And those making up this tragic 
company will every one be persons who have first rejected 
the “love of the truth” (II Thess. 2:10). 

These things are pointed warnings, red lanterns to the 
man or woman who in pride, or anger, or the seeking of 
some new thing is poised to step into the way of error. 
Stay the step! Cling to the simple gospel! The way of 
error which begins so innocently soon leads to outer 
darkness! 
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For Those Who Thirst 

Why do Christians thirst? Why is the lack of spiritual 
joy and power all too common? Has not the Lord prom- 
ised (John 7:38) that “he that believeth on me, as the 
scripture hath said, from within him shall flow rivers of 
living water”? 

Every Christian is commanded to be filled with the 
Spirit. Yet in the day in which we live, the Spirit-filled 
believer is regarded as being unusual among his kind. In 
spite of this the pattern plainly set forth by Scripture 
shows that the Spirit-filled Christian is the norm, the 
unfilled Christian the phenomena. 

Certainly the issue of obedience to our Lord is basic 
here. There is no filling for those who will not yield them- 
selves to Him. But may not another reason be that we 
simply come too seldom to drink of Christ? 

The psalmist thirsted for God and his insatiable thirst 
drove him to wait on Him “evening, and morning, and at 
noon.” And waiting upon God, he was filled, testifying 
exultantly in Psalm 87, “all my springs are in thee.” 

How long since you have waited upon God without 
requests, merely to refresh your spirit at the fountain of 
true worship? There, perhaps, are the waters of filling 
for which you seek. 


“But We Will Remember .. .°° 
The world has long since forgotten how chariots are 
used in battle, and nations have ceased to reckon their 





military strength in terms of horses. Nevertheless the 
utterance of David in Psalm 20:7 is still full of meaning: 


“Some trust in chariots, and some in horses: but we 
will remember the name of the Lord our God.” 


It is still easier today to trust in things which can be 
seen, touched, felt and counted than to trust in the prom- 
ises and faithfulness of God. 

Every testing of life begs us to put our confidence in 
the securities we have in the bank, the influence of our 
friends, or whatever wisdom or strength we may assume 
we have in the flesh. Likewise, however, every testing 
brings its invitation to “remember the name of the Lord 
our God.” 

The lessons along the highway of faith all lie in this 
direction. We must learn with Abraham to leave earth- 
bound associates and kindred to seek by faith a land that 
God will show us; we must learn to take Jerichos by 
marching around the walls in dependence upon God 
rather than foolishly storming their bastions; we must 
learn to rout armies the Gideon way in the name of our 
Lord. 

Living by faith today in the big and little circumstances 
of life is no easier than the psalmist’s dependence on God 
in the face of great armies equipped with horses and 
chariots. Yet it can be done, and there is blessedness and 
victory—plus the opportunity to see God’s faithfulness 
and power—in such a walk of trust.

We, my dear family and I, were evicted 
from our parsonage and were forced to live in the 
forest. 

Like many others, I am glad that the good Lord 
opened the way of escape for my family and myself. 
We came to this country recently as displaced per- 
sons and are so very grateful that we have been 
given the opportunity to make this country our new 
country. 

Then my eyes turned to the other picture, that of 
the closed church in the U.S.A. I found it almost too 
hard to believe. Can it be that there are 60,000 closed 
churches in America? 

I must be frank to you, I felt so very sad in my 
heart. How could it be that people who have the 
great privilege of living in this most wonderful coun- 
try are so spiritually blinded? Don’t they realize 
that it is just one step closer to Communism? That 
is what the Communists want to do—close one church 
after another. 

I do not have money to support your work. In our 
flight from the Reds we lost everything. As we have 
just started our new life in this country we have 
many difficulties and hardships. Sometimes we do not 
have enough to eat. However, my prayers will be 
with you and for you. May God help you to open 
many churches which now are closed.

Does Ameriea Care? 


VER and over again freedom has had to be repurchased. 

Always the cycle is much the same—the blood, sweat and 

tears of freedom won; then the slow, unnoticed infringe- 

ments on this freedom until once more men find them- 
selves enslaved and so are forced to sacrifice again. 

There have been days and times when Americans have paid, 
scorning to count the cost, that we might know our present 
freedom. Today that freedom seems slipping from our grasp, 
attacked not so much by the foes without as by forces at 
work within. 


+ Wuat are these forces? We point but to a few. Small 
comfort that they are found in other nations perhaps more 
ominously than in our own. 

One is the extreme self-interest which threatens to split 
the nation at its seams—that state of madness which drives 
one group of men to disregard the common good to seek their 
own advantage. 

Another is the willingness to cast aside the plumbline of 
right and wrong for the elusive measuring stick of mere ex- 
pediency. With this has come the lawless spirit which honey- 
combs public and private life—even government itself—with 
dishonesty and corruption. 

There are many others—the taste for unholy things, the 
weakening of individual moral and spiritual power, the re- 
luctance to exercise self-restraint. There is the tendency to 
trust in government, which trusts in turn in men and pro- 
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+ These are the forces we should fear. They are the Pan- 
dora’s box of evils which men let loose upon themselves in 
turning more and more away from God and national right- 
eousness. They stem from millions of individual lives closed | 
to the love and light of God. Unless those lives are opened 
up to Him, the corrosive forces now at work will multiply and 
freedom in America will have to be rewon. 
There are signs today that America senses the direction 
of her need. But does she care enough? Many are saying, 
“Back to church,” “Back to morality,” “Back to the spirit of 
other days’’—even “Back to God.” But the way to God is 
. Christ. Half measures and half steps will accomplish nothing. 
Men must know and heed and live and preach the gospel. 
The freedom America has come to know hangs in the bal- 
ance. The hour of crisis is not far away. We care—but do we 
care enough to pay the price of turning back to God? Do you? 
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RE you as a Christian responsible for good government? 
Must you share the blame for corruption, graft and mal- 
feasance as disclosed in recent months at national, state 
and local levels? ‘ 

“Yes,” say Christians in a variety of occupations who were 
contacted by Moopy MonrTHiy. But for a number of reasons. 

The comments all come from Bible-believing Christians— 
« federal judge, a superintendent of publications in a western 
university, a policeman in the nation’s capital, a laywomal 
in the South, a prominent attorney in the East, the president 
of a Christian college, a Midwestern high school senior. They 
are presented in the hope that they may help to crystallize 
your own thinking on the responsibilities of Christian citizen- 
ship in the critical days in which we live.

JUDGE LUTHER W. YOUNGDAHL, U. S. 
DIstrRIict COURT FOR THE DISTRICT OF 
CoLuMBIA, WASHINGTON, D.C.—The Chris- 
tian Church must share the responsibility 
for corrupt government. Corrupt govern- 
ment could not exist were it not for the apathy and indifference 
of Christian people. These people have stood apart from 
politics, feeling that political participation is not within the 
realm of Chrisian responsibility. They say with some disdain, 
“Politics is not for me. It is crooked and dishonest. I have no 
time or patience for politicians.” 

The very mention of the word politics conjures up for them 
visions of such disreputable figures as Boss Tweed and Boss 
Pendergast. They think of politics as a career engaged in 
conniving, the making of deals, the drawing upon the pork 
barrel and stealthy graft. 

What these people never seem to realize is that our politics 
and our government are just as good as are the people who 
are willing to participate in them, no better and no worse. 
They do not grasp this truth about politics—that we get 
just as bad government as we are willing to stand for, and 
just as good government as we are willing to fight for. 

Then, too, they misconstrue the meaning of politics. Accord- 
ing to its primary meaning, it is the art and science of 
government. All Christians therefore should be politicians, 
interested in the art and science of government. 

Politics is the “machinery by which society renders its 
moral decisions,” and a Christian must be interested in 
having a firm hand at it. If we have had political bossism 
and inefficiency and dishonesty in politics, it is because citizen 
apathy and neglect have handed the control of government to 
mediocre and selfish men. If Christians are not willing to carry 
their religion into government, political leadership will surely 
go by default to those not motivated by Christian ideals. 

Corruption of governments at all levels is caused by lack 
of personal responsibility of Christian citizens. It is imperative, 
if we are to save our country from collapse, that Christian 
people become militant in politics. We need Christian crusaders 
for honesty, decency and humanity in government.

OrE.—Most cases of widespread revival 
and spiritual awakening have been fol- 
lowed by a nationwide housecleaning. 
This has been true not only in our own national history, but 
anciently, during the reigns of Asa, Josiah and Jabez, when 
Israel, stirred to return to fellowship with Jehovah, invariably 
cleansed the temple of the Lord.

Are fifty thousand new 
persons per day hearing the gospel? 

The conduct of a man in governmental authority cannot 
justly be blamed upon the Christian. But his presence in the 
position surely must attach a measure of blame to the ones 
entrusted with God’s good news.

JacoB STAM, PATERSON, N. J.—I have 
heard it said that since our citizenship 
(conversation) is in heaven (Phil. 3:20), 
we must not vote, mix in politics, or take 
part in a social service program. While 
I agree with what Paul wrote in Philippians, and while I agree 
that first things must be put first, yet as I read the Word of 
God I find also that when Paul was in Philippi he openly 
rebuked sin. As a result of it, he was put into the inner prison. 
When he was released and told to go privately and quickly, he 
asserted his Roman citizenship (Acts 16:37). In Acts 22:25, 
it is recorded that he again asserted his Roman citizenship. 
On his trip to Jerusalem he appealed to the Pharisees, and 
after taking advantage of intermediate hearings, he appealed 
to Caesar. ‘ 

1. I believe we must share the blame for the present cor- 
ruption in government because we have not been obedient to 
the Word of God to pray first of all for all that are in au- 
thority. We have more frequently criticized and slandered and 
ridiculed our law makers and executives and judges than 
prayed for them. 

2. We must share the blame because of our failure in the 
translation and distribution of the Word of God individually, 
in personal work, and collectively through agencies especially 
devoted to that purpose. 

3. We must share the blame because we have not been holy 
as He is holy. We have not always been good examples to 
worldly officials. If a Christian who has been guilty of reckless 
driving has his ticket fixed, how can he complain of corrup- 
tion? 

4. It is admitted that sometimes there is little choice at 
election time. But there is failure on the part of Christians in 
writing to newspapers to register opinions on vital issues where 
the Christian ought to pen a testimony and speak up against 
evil practices. There is failure on the part of Christians in 
writing to radio and television stations in support of good 
programs and against corrupt entertainment. There is failure 
on the part of Christians to appear before school boards and 
municipal bodies when vital things are up for discussion and 
decision. There is failure on the part of Christians in voting 
for candidates who pledge themselves to work on clearing up 
corruption. 

In examining my own heart and life I acknowledge that I 
personally must share some of this blame. And I would affirm 
again, as for me and my house, we will serve the Lord—serve 
Him as best we can in these areas also.

part played by devout Christian men in 

our early American political life, and their success in influenc- 

ing the framing of these guarantees of the precious liberties 
we have come to treasure. 
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But there is no doubt that we Christians of today, however 
fundamental of faith and zealous in Christian work we may 
be, are falling short in civic responsibility. We are failing to 
influence public opinion, and thus through the ballet, the 
character of our political leaders and public officials. The new 
low in corruption and the sanction of corruption by our public 
Officials of today render this truth undeniable. In bygone 
days public sentiment would have quickly brought about re- 
moval of officials guilty of crimes that have now become com- 
monplace and almost popular among officialdom. 

I am afraid too many of us in applying the Christians’ ad- 
monition to be “separate from sinners” have become ultra- 
separationists. We have withdrawn from the civil affairs of 
our communities and the political life of our nation to the 
hurt of both. Generally we have ceased to expect and demand 
that high degree of moral character and integrity in our 
political leaders which under God made America great among 
nations. 

Certainly we should be doing something to rectify the wrong 
that has come of our dereliction. The Christian position is 
one of great responsibility, and many and varied are the 
claims upon our time, nevertheless, we should not lose sight 
of the importance of our Christian counsel and stand to the 
civic and political life of the community. 

I believe the Christian should, in addition to learning to 
“rightly divide the word of truth’ and standing in his place as 
an ambassador for Christ, (1) keep himself informed in the 
civic and political affairs of the community; (2) know the 
character and caliber of candidates for public office, prayer- 
fully casting his ballot according to the dictates of his 
awakened conscience, whether along party lines or not; and 
(3) by his good works and sound judgment and counsel in- 
fluence others to go and do likewise.

born-again American is a citizen of two 
governments, both very real and distinct 
one from the other. By birth (or by 
naturalization) he is a citizen of the United States; by the 
new birth he is a citizen of the kingdom of heaven (note: 
“and that translated us into the kingdom of his dear Son,” 
Col. 1:13, and parallel passages). We have a dual citizenship, 
and we are responsible to both realms. 

The Lord Jesus and the early apostles were perfectly clear 
on that matter. The children of God are to be “the light of 
the world” and “the salt of the earth” (Matt. 5:13, 14). Our 
light and our saltiness refer not only to spiritual effectiveness, 
but also to political, social, and economic. As salt we do not 
convert the world, but we are to preserve it from the cor- 
ruptions inherent in the natural heart. As light we are to 
help create an environment marked by honesty, integrity, 
justice, kindness; in a word, good citizenship. 

The Christian is to obey the laws of the land, to respect 
authority, and to pay taxes. The Lord did all those civic duties. 
The Christian is commanded also to pray for all in authority, 
“that we may lead a quiet and peaceable life in all godliness 
and honesty” (I Tim. 2:2). We are to accept the responsibili- 
ties of citizenship, such as voting and holding public office. 

A Christian in political office? Of course! Daniel was prime 
minister under three emperors. Esther was queen of Persia 
(and she came to the kingdom at the right time!); Erastus 
was “chamberlain” (treasurer) of Corinth (Rom. 16:23). A 
Christian city treasurer? What a spot for outstanding Chris- 
tian service! I am sure there were no tax scandals in City 
Treasurer Erastus’ office. 

Because American Christians possibly have been indifferent 
citizens when they should have been salty, and uninformed 
citizens when they should have been the light of the land, 
we have political corruption in high places and low. To a 
very large extent the responsibility is ours. 

The exercise of consistent Christian citizenship is our re- 
sponsibility in this life. In the next we shall not need to vote, 
to pay taxes, to hold office, or to pray for our Ruler. No tax 
scandals in the City of Gold!

cinated me since my boyhood, and so I have accepted 

the invitation to write this article with special eagerness. 

It is an elusive study. Indeed, I would say it is a hopeless 
one, short of a single factor which most people refuse to 
recognize. 

We know something of the characteristics of great leaders; 
the question is, however, what makes for greatness? What 
creates the characteristics which win the admiration of his- 
torians? John Buchan* found that really great men had cer- 
tain characteristics in common: 


“We can make a catalogue of the moral qualities of the 
greatest leaders, but we cannot exhaust them. First, of 
course, there will be fortitude, the power of enduring when 
hope has gone, the power of taking on oneself a desperate 
responsibility and daring all. There must be self-forgetful- 
ness, a willingness to let worldly interests, and even reputa- 
tion and honor, perish, if only the task be accomplished. 

“The man who is concerned with his own repute will never 
move mountains. There must be patience, supreme patience, 
under misunderstandings and setbacks, and muddles and 
interferences of others. There must be resilience in defeat, 
a manly optimism which looks at the facts in all their 
bleakness and yet dares to hope.There must be a sense of 
the eternal continuity of a great cause, so that failure will 
not seem the end, and a man sees himself as only a part 
in a predestined purpose.” 


Wie makes a really great man? This subject has fas- 


+ Few of us will disagree with all that. The problem is not 
to define the characteristics, but to discover the secret of 
greatness. My persistent researches into this lead me to certain 
definite conclusions.

I find, to start with, that very few men have in fact been 
great. Many have been well known, many have a place in 
history; yet it is surprising how few have a place in the 
overall, enduring history of the human race. One may point 
to many who have a local significance—who have influenced 
their times—but to very few whose leadership and work have 
endured and whose significance remains even though in their 
time they may have dominated politics or marched over vast 
territories. 

It is extremely difficult, moreover, to assess relative im- 
portance among many whom we are taught to think of as 
having been great men. Which, for example, was the more 
powerful, Napoleon, who made and destroyed kings and 
strutted from Spain to Russia and from the English Channel 
to the Red Sea, or Voltaire, whose writings changed (for the 
worse) the thoughts of generations of men and women all 
over the literate world, and if all things continue, will yet 
influence millions yet unborn to masses still illiterate? 

It is astonishing to notice how so many of those whom we 
are taught to think of as great men have left nothing but 
mere records of physical acts—acts which have long since 
been blotted out and are without the slightest lasting signifi- 
cance if we regard the human story as a whole. All their 
effort and pain and work have proved totally irrelevant and 
the result of it all nothing but a study without real importance 
in the context of truly great affairs. 


+ Wuo then has been really great in the sense of giving any- 
thing of lasting importance to the human family? Who for 
practical purposes has conformed to John Buchan’s character- 
istics? 

These questions are important, and I have lately been almost 
shocked by the undoubted answer, shocked because I have 
been made aware of the smallness of the number of truly 
great men. I find no one in history whatsoever who is truly 
great outside those in the pages of the [Continued on page 808]

Christians or criminals— 
which will they be tomorrow? 


Young Sinner

+ THESE boys and girls are juvenile delin- 
quents, young sinners across our land. 

After the war it was expected that 
juvenile delinquency would drop. In- 
stead, FBI reports indicate that it has 
steadily increased. A half million boys 
and girls are in trouble with the law each 
year; one-fifth of all arrests are juveniles. 
Juveniles account for from 51 to 65 per 
cent of all car thefts. And the FBI points 
out that such figures “represent an un- 
derstatement in the lower age groups be- 
cause of the practice of some jurisdictions 
not to fingerprint youthful offenders.” 

Juveniles commit every crime in the 
law books, from being incorrigible in 
school to car stealing, shop-lifting, armed 
robbery, promiscuity and murder. To- 
gether they constitute one of our nation’s 
major problems. Why? 

Often the delinquents themselves do 
not know. Not long ago a fourteen-year- 
old walked into a police station and calm- 
ly announced, “I’ve just shot and killed 
my mother and father. Tell me why I 
did it. I don’t know.” 

The stunned police, usually hardened 
to cases of confessed murder, stared into 
the eyes of a medium-sized, fine-looking 
boy and shook their heads in astonish- 
ment. Yet he voiced the attitude of most 
of the juveniles who find themselves in 
trouble. They do not know why they 
have committed the crimes they did. 

Causes cited by the experts are many. 
“Economic stress,” say some. Yet some 
delinquents come from well-to-do homes. 
“They are mentally deficient,” say others 
—but some of the most vicious and dan- 
gerous delinquents have 1.Q.’s of 138 and 
140. 

A more basic answer lies in the heart 
of the society of which these boys and 
girls are a part. “When youth commits a 
crime,” says FBI Director J. Edgar 
Hoover, “investigate. You will find that 
some adult has committed a more serious 
act of omission or commission. In the last 
analysis, juvenile delinquency is public 
delinquency.” 


+ Pustic delinquency takes many forms, 
but—again according to Mr. Hoover—the 
disintegration of the American home is 
the greatest single factor. 

Statistically, some 93 percent of the 
country‘s delinquents come from broken 
homes. In addition, there are many from 
homes which have been tragically af- 
fected by the death of one parent or by 
the inability of parents to live and work 
in harmony. 
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When a home has been broken by di- 
vorce, that is the obvious cause. John’s 
parents, for example, separated before he 
could crawl. Afterward he was left with 
any available person while his father was 
at work. When John began to cheat, lie 
and steal, his father tried to substitute 
harsh words and whippings for compan- 
ionship and patience. John burned down 
a school and set fire to a house. Finally, 
after running away from home, he com- 
mitted burglary and was caught and 
placed in a reformatory. Upon his release 
he enlisted in the Navy from which he 
soon deserted. 

Neglect is a major charge against many 
of this nation’s delinquent parents. Thir- 
teen-year-old George led a group of boys 
in burglarizing and burning a bowling 
alley. Behind his crime was the failure 
of his father and mother. 

Both parents were employed, and 
George himself was permitted to work at 
the bowling alley until after midnight. 
He was expected to cook his own break- 
fast, and though he was provided with 
money for lunch, he usually spent it at a 
soda fountain or in slot machines. He 
attended school only when he chose. His 
belligerence was traced directly to a run- 
down physical condition resulting from 
this neglect on the part of his parents. 

Such delinquent homes—and there are 
many types of them—in nearly every in- 
stance are homes without Christ. Juve- 
nile delinquency is thus merely one aspect 
of the age-old problem of sin rampant 
in lives without the Saviour. Statistics 
indicate that some 67 per cent of the 
boys and girls who have encounters with 
the law have had no religious training 
during the early formative years of their 
lives. 

A survey of 125 boys at the Boys’ Train- 
ing School, Kearney, Neb., support these 
findings with facts concerning delin- 
quents’ parents. These showed that 55 
per cent of the mothers and 67 per cent 
of the fathers did not attend church; 25 
per cent of the mothers and 40 per cent 
of the fathers had no church connections 
whatsoever. 


+ TREATMENT given juvenile delinquents 
varies from state to state. In some places 
the arrested minor is merely put into a 
“tank” or prison enclosure with adult 
prisoners. In this case he is quickly 
“wised up” on whatever points of crime 
he may have previously missed. 

In other areas arrested juveniles re- 
ceive more thoughtful handling. In Los 
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ryAcross Our Land 


Angeles, for example, juveniles taken to 
the county jail are locked in separate but 
clean cells. Most delinquents are taken to 
the Juvenile Hall, which cares for boys up 
to sixteen and girls to eighteen. 

Still another center with long, one- 
story dormitories and large grounds for 
athletic events provides a place of con- 
finement for sixteen and seventeen-year- 
old boys waiting for the judge’s decisions 
in their respective cases. And there are 
five forestry camps where boys and girls 
may be kept in a controlled environment 
until they appear to be socially adjusted. 

In each place, confinement is strict. 
(The Juvenile Hall, for example, is sur- 
rounded by a fourteen-foot concrete wall

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topped by eight strands of barbed wire.) 
Juveniles are under constant supervision. 
They receive medical care and schooling, 
and share in planned recreation with 
prizes awarded not on the basis of win- 
ning but on co-operation. 

Under construction is a three-and-a- 
half million dollar group of buildings, in- 
cluding juvenile court, probation offices 
and a new juvenile hall. A chapel is also 
in the plans. When the suggestion was 
made that this chapel be eliminated in 
the interests of economy, the board sig- 
nificantly countered by insisting that the 
chapel must be the central building 
around which the others are grouped. 

This attitude is not uncommon. “Re- 
ligion is the greatest single force in the 
rehabilitation of youth,” recognizes the 
California Youth Authority. And Walt 
James, who is credited with having re- 
duced juvenile delinquency in Hollywood 
90 per cent, agrees. “Something to do, 
without a spiritual program, will not 
cure juvenile delinquency,” he asserts. 

So strongly does he believe this that he 
recently left the Hollywood YMCA to take 
charge of the weekday activities of the 
city’s First Presbyterian Church. In a 
church, he felt, he could lay greater em- 
phasis on the spiritual needs of delin- 
quents and potential offenders. 


+ Tus basic problem of meeting the 

spiritual need of young sinners—and the 

needs of the homes which produce them

between Church and State. The Church 
may be wholly subject to the State, as it 
is in Russia. Or the State may be brow- 
beaten by the Church, as it is in Spain. 
Or the Church may stand as an equal 
to and with the State, as in the United 
States. 

In Spain one sectarian group has a 
monopoly, and exercises great control in 
politics, education, economics and family 
life. There is no liberty for dissenters. 
In Russia the Church is merely tolerated 
out of expediency. There is no liberty 
at all. Americans do not wish to ex- 
change their religious heritage for either. 


+ WISE were the framers of the Consti- 
tution who declared: “Congress shall 
make no law respecting the establish- 
ment of religion or abridging the free 
exercise thereof.’ That principle recog- 
nized the religious freedom of man. 
Grounded on the truth that God created 
men and holds them responsible to His 
own moral law, this assertion has pro- 
tected each man in the worship of God 
according to the dictates of his own con- 
science. 

Three truths underlie democratic 
Christian culture. First, there is a God 
who created men and who governs men. 
Second, the moral law is established by 
God and is part of the structure of the 
universe. Third, men are responsible to 
God according to that moral law. The 
Constitution of the United States pre- 
supposes these truths. No amendment is 
necessary to establish them. 

Long centuries of experience and con- 
flict preceded the appending of the arti- 
cle disassociating religion from the state 
in America. The Thirty Years’ War in 
Germany ending in the peace of West- 
phalia, the parliamentarian struggle 
against the Stuarts in England, the wars 
of liberty in the Netherlands, all claim- 
ing thousands of lives in the struggle 
for religious liberty, lie back of the fram- 
ing of this first amendment in the Bill 
of Rights. 

Even the colonies in America did not 
easily slough off the vestigial remains of 
the medieval union of State and Church. 
Indeed, it remained for Roger Williams 
tg establish freedom in theory and prac- 
tice in the founding of Rhode Island. 


+ SEPARATION of Church and State does 
not mean what is often associated with 
that doctrine in the minds of men. It 
does not mean that the State is atheistic, 
or refuses to recognize the existence of 
God. Though the word “God” does not 
appear in our Constitution, the concept 
of God underlies the entire document. 
Though traditionally the Church and 



































































State are separate in the United States, 
the Supreme Court has declared: “This 
is a religious nation.” 

Separation of Church and State does 
not mean that prayer should not be 
offered at public functions, and that the 
Senate and House in Congress should not 
have chaplains to lead in devotions. The 
ministry of the late Peter Marshall in 
the Senate was in the best of American 
traditions. 

It does not mean that the President 
should not take an oath of office upon 
the Bible, or that the Bible should be 
eliminated from our courtrooms. It does 
not mean that the helpful ministry of 
chaplains in the armed services should 
be terminated. Nor does it mean that 
pupils in public schools shall not be re- 
leased to take religious instruction under 
acceptable auspices during school hours. 

It does not take away from us the pos- 
sibility of the President declaring a day

Conferences

O Sunday school workers want regu- 
lar meetings where problems may be 
shared and help received? Yes, they 
do! Still more important, do such 

meetings pay in terms of interest, at- 
tendance and Sunday school growth? 
Again the answer is yes—especially if 
such meetings are carefully planned and 
fully used. 

While attending a Sunday school con- 
ference recently, workers from a Sunday 
school in a large city came requesting 
help on just this matter. They explained 
that their superintendent made all the 
decisions, only talking to individual 
workers he met during Sunday school or 
after church. The workers received little 
help with their problems and were 
usually on their own. 

On talking to the superintendent I 
found he did not see the need for meet- 
ing more than twice a year. “Everyone 
knows what to do, for we have done it 
this same way for years,” he explained. He 
made the plans and told the workers 
what to do, usually too late for much 
to be accomplished. As a result, there 
was disunity among the workers, attend- 
ance was on the downward trend, and 
the Sunday school was becoming more 
and more an appendage to the church 
program. 
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Another Sunday school, after electing 
a new superintendent, scheduled regular, 
planned workers’ conferences. The at- 
tendance of workers on Sunday increased 
from approximately 50 per cent to more 
than 90 per cent in a short time. The 
people of the church as well as the work- 
ers began talking Sunday school, and 
the attendance in the school increased 
on an average of 10 per cent each year. 


+ Wuat about your Sunday school? Do 
you want it to grow numerically as well 
as spiritually? Then you should have a 
regularly scheduled workers’ conference 
at which every officer, teacher, substitute 
teacher and worker is expected to attend. 
This conference should be a definite item 
on the church calendar so that everyone 
concerned, including the pastor, can have 
it on his schedule of engagements. . 

At the beginning of each fiscal year 
the Sunday school secretary should ar- 
range a list showing the hostesses and 
co-hostesses for each monthly meeting. 
Then each month, several days prior to 
the meeting, the secretary should send 
notices to every worker, checking later 
to make sure that each one has trans- 
portation. Even one worker absent from 
the conference will impair the progress 
of your Sunday school. 


At least two weeks before each monthly 
workers’ conference, the Christian edu- 
cation board or Sunday school officers 
should meet. In this way they should be 
able to have all the planning, program 
and promotion ready to present to the 
workers, not in a dictating manner, but 
rather in a well-thought-out and en- 
thusiastic presentation. Since all things 
are to be done “decently and in order,” 
it is very important to plan every work- 
ers’ conference well in advance. 

As a basis for your planning, the fol- 
lowing suggestion for a varied two-hour 
program may be helpful. Open the meet- 
ing at 7:30 with devotions led by a 
worker in the Sunday school; 7:45, busi- 
ness session, including reading of min- 
utes, treasurer’s report, old business, re- 
ports of department superintendents and 
new business; 8:30, departmental confer- 
ences, with the superintendent of the 
department leading the discussion of how 
the school’s over-all program may be 
carried out in that particular depart- 
ment. At 9:00 workers reassemble for 
the inspirational portion of the confer- 
ence, which may be a panel discussion, 
demonstration lesson or lecture. The 
conference should be over by 9:40 to per- 
mit workers some social time together.

cial feature for the workers’ conference 
and for the Sunday school and Christian 
education program is vitally important. 
This in turn requires looking ahead, for 
the program a few months from now will 
not be successful if the planning isn’t 
begun today. These suggestions may be 
helpful: 


JANUARY 

Workers’ Conference: Everyone is 
thinking of inventory and resolutions, so 
why not have a discussion of organiza- 
tion, equipment, records, literature, ab- 
sentees and enlargement. Conclude the 
discussion on a positive note. 
Begin your second session of workers’ 
training classes (regular teacher train- 
ing or leadership training classes). 
Launch the monthly missionary program. 
Announce the vacation Bible school 
committee appointments, and appoint 
the Easter program committee. 


FEBRUARY 

Workers’ Conference: The value and 
possibility of a Sunday school library. 
Encourage valentine parties for each 
age group. Check on Easter program 
plans. Order supplies for April quarter. 
Promote workers’ training classes. 
Appoint the spring contest or attend- 
ance-building program committee. Pro- 
mote a city or county interdenomina- 
tional Sunday school conference. 


MARCH 

Workers’ Conference: How to lead the 
Sunday school pupil to Christ. 

Start to build up the Sunday school 
library. Check on the weekday activities. 
Visit the visitors. Promote or launch 
attendance-building program. 

Appoint the Family Night program 
and social committee. 


APRIL 

Workers’ Conference: The _ teacher’s 
tesponsibility to God, the church and the 
pupil. 

Have a Family Night program: every 
teacher and church member should be 
there to welcome the parents from the 
‘unchurched homes. Plan your program 
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to interest the children and parents. Be 
sure to include a devotional by the pastor 
or teacher of an adult class. 

Easter program. 

Make plans for National Christian 
Family Week, encouraging family altars; 
Mother’s Day; Children’s Day and Fa- 
ther’s Day. 


MAY 

Workers’ Conference: panel discussion 
on solutions to discipline problems. 

National Christian Family Week. and 
Mother’s Day. Honor the graduates. Or- 
der supplies for July quarter. 

Appoint Sunday school picnic commit- 
tees. Plan now to bump the summer 
slump. Appoint summer camp promotion 
committee. 


JUNE 

Workers’ Conference: The relationship 
of the Sunday school to missions. 

Children’s Day and Father’s Day. 
Check on Sunday school picnic plans. 
Urge all Sunday school workers and 
church members to attend VBS demon- 
stration program. Everyone should greet 
the children’s parents. 

Make arrangements to visit every new 
child contacted through the VBS. Check 
on summer camp committee. 


JULY 

Workers’ Conference: Plan an outdoor 
barbecue with a singspiration and devo- 
tional time. 

Summer camps; Sunday school picnic. 
Be sure to greet all visitors at Sunday 
school and church .. . many come on 
vacations as well as go on vacations. 

Organize your fall promotional pro- 
gram.

Workers’ Conference: Discuss and plan 
a community census. For a novelty have 
a sketch of your church plant to give 
to each worker. Then have them list the 
meeting place of each class, giving the 
age division. If you have a large plant 
and your workers do not know where 
others meet, you might have a little tour 
of the building. So many times when 
visitors ask where to go for class they 
receive the reply, “I really don’t know, 
I think over there somewhere.” 

Promote your fall promotional pro- 
gram, including National Sunday School 
Week and the first session of your 
workers’ training classes. Order October 
supplies. 

Appoint a Sunday school welcoming 
committee. Appoint Promotion Day and 
Rally Day committees.

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forget that it was always used of an 
assembly of called-out ones. The called- 
out ones are not put into little corners 
by themselves, but are called out from the 
world that they might constitute a special 
fellowship, bound together in the closest 
of bonds. 

Just as bees swarm around the queen, 
so Christians “swarm” around the person 
of the Lord Jesus. The professing Chris- 
tian who thinks that he can get along 
without the church is not only mistaken; 
he lacks one of the essential marks of the 
Christian. Where a real work of the Holy 
Spirit is wrought, there you find the fel- 
lowship of the Spirit. In the Acts of the 
Apostles we have some wonderful pictures 
of this fellowship in operation. 


The day of Pentecost dawned upon a 
small company of believers, but before 
darkness fell, about three thousand were 
added to their number. Thereafter each 
day witnessed more additions, until the 
fellowship embraced five thousand men, 
with, I suppose, a proportionate number 
of women and children. How did these 
enter the fellowship? There are several 
answers to that question. 

First, it was the Lord’s doing. “The 
Lord added to them day by day,” we are 
told. That ought to be remembered. 
Church reports often read, “We ‘added so 
many to our membership during the past 
year,” and the pastor is duly congratu- 
lated on his success. Now if that is a cor- 
rect report, the additions were not worth 
having. Let us hope that it is more often 
a mistake in terminology. Where there is 
a true church, the adding is the work of 
the Lord, not the result of an annual 
membership drive. 

Second, they entered the fellowship by

the door of salvation. “The Lord added 
day by day such as were being saved.” 
A good reputation or an interest in reli- 
gion was not sufficient qualification for 
church membership in those early days. 
Not until the state adopted the church 
did anyone dream of any other practice 
than a regenerate membership. Then it 
became a heresy to insist on the old re- 
quirement. Even free churches were swept 
into broader and more tolerant ways. 
When Jonathan Edwards called upon his 
church in Northampton, Mass., to adopt 
the primitive principle, there was a great 
outcry, and this was one of the issues that 
finally brought about his removal from 
that pulpit. But however local churches 
*may depart from first principles, the fel- 
lowship of the Spirit knows only saved 
men. 

Third, those who entered this fellow- 
ship of the Spirit were those who “re- 
ceived his word.’ The reference is, of 
course, to the word that Peter had just 
spoken in the power of the Spirit, and it 
was in very truth the Word of God, kin- 
dling conviction and repentance and faith 
in their hungry hearts. 

Now, it is not every kind of receiving 
that brings men and women into this 
blessed fellowship. Our Lord uses a word 
in Matthew 13:20 that would scarcely do 
here: “He that was sown upon the rocky 
places, this is he that heareth the word, 
and straightway with joy receiveth it; yet 
hath he not root in himself, but endureth 
for a while; and when tribulation or per- 
secution ariseth because of the word, 
straightway he stumbleth” (R.V.). 

John Bunyan gives us a perfect ex- 
ample of such superficial receiving of 
the Word in the person of Pliable, who 
was readily persuaded to accompany 
Christian to the Celestial City, but re-

quired only one dip in the Slough of De- 
spond to take all the ambition out of him, 
so he turned back home to the City of 
Destruction. 

That is not the kind of “receiving” 
which characterized the converts on the 
day of Pentecost. The term used here is 
one of those compound verbs that carry 
strong emphasis. It suggests a thorough 
receiving of the Word, a determined em- 
bracing of it, so that it sinks deep and 
possesses the soul. 

Fourth, they entered the fellowship by 
taking the deliberate step of baptism. 
Fortunately, the question of baptism was 
not confused then as it is now. There 
was only one baptism offered or required. 
It had not yet become a denominational 
issue, or a vexed theological question. 
Happy souls! And happy those who still 
may receive the ordinance without ques- 
tion or doubting. One thing we know, for 
those believers, it meant a committal of 
themselves to the faith and obedience of 
Christ. It marked them as followers of 
“the way.”

lowship of kindred hearts, bound by the 
Holy Spirit in a common faith. But we 
must exercise ourselves in this fellow- 
ship, or else it will lose its keen edge, the 
wine will sour, the manna grow stale. 
Those early Christians had found some- 
thing so precious that they sought to 
cultivate and strengthen it by every 
means possible, and this was their meth- 
od: “They continued steadfastly in the 
apostles’ doctrine and fellowship, and in 
breaking of bread, and in prayers.” These 
were the “means of grace,” the building 
exercises of the Church, by which they 
“exercised themselves unto godliness.” 
First, then, the converts of Pentecost 
continued steadfastly in the teaching of 
the apostles. Conversion was not an end 
with them, but a beginning. Now they 
had life, and they must learn to live, and 
as newbo.n babes they desired “the sin- 
cere milk of the word,” in order to grow. 
Surely it would have been wonderful 
to have the apostles for our instructors. 
But we have the sum and heart of their 
teaching in the New Testament, so that 
we know what they taught and how they 
taught. They kept the facts of the in- 























carnation, death and resurrection of 
Christ ever before the people, and rang 
out the glad hope of His coming again. 
With the Scriptures of the Old Testa- 
ment as their authority. and the Holy 
Spirit as interpreter, they proclaimed the 
redemptive significance of the work of the 
Lord Jesus. They presented the abundant 
provision made in Christ for life and god- 
liness, and exhorted the believers to 
“cleave unto the Lord.” 

The New Testament is, therefore, the 
textbook of the Christian life. It is the 
teaching in which the early believers con- 
tinued, and if we are to take our rightful 
place of privilege and responsibility in the 
fellowship of the Spirit, we too must live 
in the Book, and continue in the teach- 
ing. 

Second, they continued in the fellow 
ship. It was not a matter of being born 
into the fellowship and then retiring into 
the solitude of their own little nest. They 
did not yet need the exhortation of He- 
brews 10:25, for they lived in the spirit 
of Malachi 3:16. You remember, of course, 
that the Hebrews passage runs, “Not for- 
saking the assembling of yourselves to- 
gether, as the manner of come is,” while 
the wonderful fellowship verse in Malachi 
says, “Then they that feared the Lord 
spake often one to another: and the Lord 
hearkened, and heard it. and a book of 
remembrance was written before him for 
them that feared the Lord, and that 
thought upon his name.” 

Now, there are no perfect churches, be- 
cause the saints are still in the making, 
but the saint who finds himself incapable 
of adjusting himself in any assembly re- 
veals a serious defect in his own spiritual 
condition. The fact is, we need the disci- 
pline as well as the inspiration and en- 
couragement of the assembly. 

A hermit thrush may act according to 
its God-given nature in singing its lovely 
song “far from the madding throng,” but 
the Christian who shuts himself away 
from the fellowship is acting contrary to 
the new nature. He is a spiritual mon- 
strosity. 

There is a corporate life which feeds 
the individual life. and without which we 
are defective. The apostle Paul prayed 
for the Ephesian saints that they might 
“comprehend with all saints what is the 
breadth, and length, and depth, and 
height; and to know the love of Christ, 
which passeth knowledge” (Eph. 3:18, 19). 

That phrase “with all saints” is not just 
a little fill-in. It is vital to the text. Not 
as hermits can we come to know the full- 
ness of the love of Christ, but in the fel- 
lowship of the saints. “He that separateth 
himself seeketh his own desire, and 
rageth against all sound wisdom” (Prov. 
16:1, Re V.). 

Third, they continued in “the breaking 
of the bread.” The two definite articles 
in the Greek, in addition to the context 
of church order, indicate clearly that the 
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reference is to the ordinance of the Lord’s 
Supper. The apostles, who had been in 
the upper room with the Lord when He 
instituted the sacred feast, led the new 
believers into the blessings of the sweet 
memorial. 

The full significance would not be clear 
to all. Indeed, the full exposition waited 
for the teaching of the apostle Paul. 
Nevertheless this was, and still is, the 
focal point of the Church’s fellowship. 
What other service affords at once a com- 
memoration of our Lord, a proclamation 
of His death, a communion of His body 
and blood, an anticipation of His prom- 
ised return, and a token of the unity of 
all saints? 

It is amazing that so simple a service 
could mean so much. We do not hold the 
sacramentarian view of the Roman 
Church, nor make the emblems of the 
supper objects of adoration; but no exer- 
cise of the Church so blots out extraneous 
objects and brings the presence of our 
Lord so sweetly near. 


“What food luxurious loads the board 
When at His table sits the Lord! 
The wine how rich, the bread how sweet, 
When Jesus deigns His guests to meet!” 


If the fellowship of the Spirit, embrac- 
ing all saints, is realized anywhere, it is 
surely at the table. Many a time has this 
been borne in upon me, but never more 
than at the communion service of the 
English Keswick in the summer of 1949, 
and at the watch-night communion serv- 
ice of the Inter-Varsity Missionary Con- 
vention in Urbana on the last night of 
1951. 

At the former I assisted in the service, 
with Christian ministers from China, In- 
dia and Europe, men from the Church of 
England, the Plymouth Brethren. the 
Salvation Army, Baptists and others. In 
Urbana a national bishop of the Metho- 
dist Church in India and a Scottish Bap- 
tist officiated, while missionaries from all 
parts of the field served, reminding us of 
the “one great fellowship of love around 
the whole wide earth.” 


Last in the. list of spiritual exercises, 
but not because they are less important 
than the others, come the prayers. Here 
we have a word which embraces all the 
outflowings of the soul Godward—adora- 
tion, confession, petition, and thanksgiv- 
ing. There can surely be no normal and 
healthy spiritual growth without a con- 
tinuance in these. 

But the definite article is attached 
here: they continued in “the prayers.” 
That would certainly point to the public 
prayers, and is also suggestive of stated 
prayers, a thought which rather jolts us 
non-conformists. And right here is where 
we who follow the non-liturgical practice 
have developed a grave weakness in our 
services, a weakness which seems to ap- 
pear in proportion to our “fundamental- 
ism” and our evangelistic zeal. The 
prayers in our services are often pitifully 
trite, shockingly trivial, and shamefully 
casual. 

We have recoiled from liturgical 
prayers because they have frequently 
been recited as a mere form, without the 
heart; but we have gone to the other 
extreme, and spin off extempore prayers 
with just as little thought and just as 
little heart. We consign the prayers, such 
as they are, to the “preliminaries,” and 
all too often our non-liturgical ministers 
undertake to lead the congregation in 
prayer with no previous preparation of 
heart and mind for that sacred task. 
Such prayers do not lift congregations 
into the conscious presence of God, nor 
fili them with awe as men who are on 
holy ground, nor inspire them to worship. 

The prayers of the apostolic services 
were as much a “means of grace” as the 
teaching, and the believers waited as 
eagerly upon them, making them their 
own expressions of worship, of confession, 
of petition, and of thanksgiving. 

All this is part of the exercise of the 
fellowship of the Spirit, to keep that fel- 
lowship fresh and green and growing.

Unanswered Prayers

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markable expression among the early 
disciples. “And all that believed were to- 
gether, and had all things common.” The 
apostles were made guardians of the 
common purse, out of which the needs of 
all were met. 

Some have called this a noble experi- 
ment in communism. Considering all the 
stigma that attaches to modern commu- 
nism, one hesitates even to give it that 
name. We might call it an attempt in 
communal living. 

But was it a studied experiment? Dr. 
A. T. Robertson has suggested, with a 
great deal of wisdom, that it was rather 
an expedient to meet a critical situa- 
tion. Great numbers were gathered to 
Jerusalem from all parts of the world at 
Pentecost, and no doubt many of the con- 
verts came from this group. These would 
wish to remain as long as possible in 
order to learn more and be built up in 
the faith before returning home, where 
they would have to hold their ground 
against much opposition. Many would 
come unprepared for a prolonged stay in 
Jerusalem. Thus an _ economic crisis 
would arise among the believers, and the 
Judeans, and those with property, rose 
to the occasion, and established a com- 
mon treasury. 

If this is a correct estimate of the case, 
it was a temporary expansion of the 
simple economy practiced by the apostolic 
band when the Lord was with them. At 
any rate, we know that there is no trace 
of it after the sad incident of Ananias 
and Sapphira, related in Acts 5. The 
fellowship fund endured for distribution 
to widows, but the communal system 
quickly dropped out. 

One thing clearly distinguishes this 
practice of the early Church from com- 
munism. It was purely voluntary. No one 
was pressed to participate. Peter made 
this perfectly clear to Ananias and Sap- 
phira (Acts 5:4). It was a spontaneous 
expression of a sense of oneness in Christ 
Jesus, in face of a present need; but even 
that was found to be fraught with peril 
because of the persistence of too much 
“common clay” even among the saints. 

Yet this expression, although it passed, 
declared an abiding truth. “Neither said 
any of them that ought of the things 
which he possessed was his own.” They 
had learned that they were but stewards 
—and so are we. “Ye are not your own,” 
says the apostle Paul, and that being so, 
our possessions also are but held in trus- 
teeship. Trusteeship implies readiness to 
distribute at the command of the owner. 

It was written of Hubert Walter, the 
Archbishop of Canterbury, who died in 
the year 1205, that “he was so bountiful 
in providing for the poor and the way- 
farer that his income seemed common 
property.” 

That is the spirit in which the early 
Christians acted. That is a true expres- 
sion of the fellowship of the Spirit. Even 
our lives must be held expendable for 
our brethren, as John the apostle tells 
us. Within this fellowship, “no man 
liveth to himself, and no man dieth to 
himself.” We belong to each other, as we 
all belong to the Lord, and mutual help- 
fulness must mark all our relations to 
each other.

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First Signs of a Great Storm in the World Council 
Regarding the Second Advent of Our Lord 
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tT the beginning of the twentieth century, it was commonly 
believed throughout Christendom, especially in America, 
that we were on the verge of a millennium. This it was thought 
would be achieved, for the most part, by the preaching of a 
social gospel, the elimination of war, and the evolution of con- 
temporary man into a new state of goodness, brotherly love, 
and universal righteousness, resulting in a world in which all 
nations would enjoy democratic life as we know it in America; 
in which crime, hunger, lust and injustice would fade from 
the international scene. Anyone who spoke otherwise, of dark 
days to come, of Armageddon, the appearance of Antichrist, 
apostasy, and other related subjects, even though found in the 
Word of God, was considered a pessimistic freak, to be laughed 
at or denounced. 

A good illustration of this is the denunciation of the treat- 
ment of biblical eschatology by the great daily newspapers of 
Chicago at the time of the great Prophetic Conference, held 
in the Moody Bible Institute in February, 1914. Anyone who 
preached that this age would end in catastrophe, that the only 
hope for our world was in the return of Christ, was called an 
“obscurantist,” “literalist,” “fundamentalist,” ‘“premillennial- 
ist,” ete. 

Then came the first World War, when the expected appear- 
ance of the millennium necessarily had to be postponed a few 
years, until the League of Nations should begin to function, 
which Woodrow Wilson called “the hope of the world,” and 
about which he even wrote a book with that title. Many who 
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worshiped at the idol of progress began to say that the war 
was only the birth pangs of a new world that would be safe 
for democracy. 

But the Russian Revolution followed, and, for the first time 
in the history of the world, a great western nation officially 
declared itself atheistic and antichristian. Most of us said, 
“An antichristian government cannot last. an atheistic regime 
must soon fall.” We should have known better. if only from 
the one verse in Daniel, “ . and shall prosper” (11:36). 
Soon we saw across the world the shadow of what someone 
has significantly called “the giant that came last.” 

Then came the second World War, with brutalities and 
demon-originating movements, broken pledges, violated oaths, 
and depths of sin such as pagan Rome had never seen. In that 
hour also came the atomic bomb, to be followed by the hydro- 
gen bomb, and weapons of destruction so terrible that many 
scientists today wish that they were in some other area of 
work. Indeed, so great is this world crisis that many of our 
economists, scientists, statesmen, and historians unite in warn- 
ing us that we are fast approaching what Alfred Noyes calls 
“the edge of the abyss.” The Bulletin of the Atomic Scientists 
carried on the cover of many of its issues a picture of a clock 
with the hands pointed at two minutes to twelve. 

What students of prophecy were saying at the beginning of 
our century, only to be scoffed at, our intellectual leaders—no 
Bible students at all, and most of them without faith in God— 
are now repeating in terrible earnestness, and no one laughs. 
Indeed, the age in which we live has had to be entitled “the 
apocalyptic age,” and this descriptive adjective is of course 
nothing but a derivative of the title of that book in which 
world catastrophes accumulate and the judgment of the 
nations takes place, the Apocalypse of St. John. 

For the most part, the Church of Christ has had little to say 
in this dark and direful hour, and has been almost completely 
silent on the one great hope set before men, for this world, 
for the Church, and for the believer—the second advent of 
our Lord. It is strange that this great truth was powerfully 
proclaimed in the days of sunshine, and peace, and plenty, 
while today in most churches one would not even know that 
it is a cardinal tenet of the Christian faith. And now, sud- 
denly, from quarters where we would least expect it, the whole 
area of eschatology is set before the Church for discussion and 
decision. It is to this I want to turn. 


+ Wuen the Central Committee of the World Council of 
Churches met in Toronto, in 1950, it made a declaration that 
the Second Assembly of the World Council of Churches, to 
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meet in Evanston, Ill., in August, 1954, should deal with the 
theme, “Jesus Christ as Lord, the Only Hope of Both the 
Church and the World.” A commission of twenty-five mem- 
bers was appointed to draw up a preliminary survey of that 
subject. This group met at Rolle, Switzerland, in the summer 
of 1951, for a period of ten days, coming out of the conference 
with a document of about four thousand words entitled, 
“What Is the Christian Hope? A Preliminary Report of the 
Advisory Commission on the Theme of the Second Assembly 
of the World Council of Churches.” 

It is very strange—at least as far as my reading indicates— 
that the only periodical giving it the attention this subject 
deserves is the liberal, brilliantly edited weekly, The Christian 
Century. Some weeks ago the American program secretary of 
the World Council of Churches, Dr. Robert S. Bilheimer, in 
an article in The Christian Century, gave the Church the first 
real inkling of the contents of this important report, which 
has now appeared in full in the issue of April 9, pp. 426-429. 
It is an amazing document, and could almost have been writ- 
ten by some Bible institute or ultra-conservative seminary in 
our country. Let me quote here some of its statements. 

In the third paragraph we are reminded: “As Christ ap- 
proached His passion . . . He spoke of the tribulation of the 
world, of war and tumult, and even of the dissolution of the 
creation itself, which must come before final victory. He told 
His disciples that when such things came upon them, they 
should take fresh heart and fresh confidence in His coming.” 

This is a direct reference to the Olivet Discourse. and I think 
I am not wrong in saying that this is the first time in many 
years that either the Federal Council of Churches or the 
World Council of Churches has even hinted that we m:ght 
seriously take to heart the warnings of this discourse. This is 
one portion of the Word of God that liberals would like to 
eliminate from the Gospels, and many are their theories for 
doing so. 

These words are followed with this confession: “This part of 
our Lord’s teaching has often been forgotten or misunder- 
stood. Sometimes Christians have been misled into general 
speculations and predictions about the time and manner of 
His coming. More often they have ignored these warnings and 
promises and have become content to be at home in this world. 
But in our own day, as in other days, those who have been 
called to suffer persecution for Christ’s sake have often found 
that these promises glow with a new light.” 

The seventh section of the document begins as follows: 
“There are those who rest their final hope upon some human 
plan for the world, and who are led thereby—sometimes 
against their own conscious purpose—to treat human beings 
as mere things. To them we must say that the final judgment 
upon all history will be the judgment of the Crucified. who 
will demand an account of what treatment has been given to 
the least of His brethren. To those who have no hope of any 
future, we have the joy of bringing the good news that Jesus 
Christ is Lord of all, that the future is in His hands, and that 
He is able to keep all that we commit to Him against the day 
of His coming.” 

In the middle of this very important affirmation we find 
another unusual confession: “Almost everywhere there is the 
sodden complacency of those who live in their own security 
and are not concerned with their neighbor; and the false hope 
of those who imagine that their own power offers the world 
hope of redemption. From the standpoint of the gospel we 
must make clear that all human achievements are fragmen- 
tary, all responsibilities are subject to frustration, and all 
hopes based upon human power and wisdom alone are self- 
defeating. The final triumph of Christ gathers in every true 
account and word of witness to Him, but it is also God’s vic- 
tory over all sin and death to which both the righteous and 
the unrighteous are subject.” 

The last sentence seals the entire message: “The persecuted 
Church knows from its own experience what is true for all 
churches, that there is no hope except in the crucified, risen, 
and coming Lord.” 


+ LiBerAis are going to gnash their teeth at such a declara- 
tion as this; they are already doing so. The Christian Century 
bemoans the fact that the decision of the planning committee 
should lead to the discussion of eschatological questions. In 
the April 2 issue is a long editorial, ‘Why Speak in Tongues 
of Hope?” and in the issue of April 9, a four-column editorial, 
“Hope or Despair?” Many letters are being addressed to this 
periodical, some published from week to week, denouncing this 
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document, and expressing hope that the committee can be 
persuaded to present another theme for consideration in the 
summer of 1954. 

The arguments used are significant: (1) that this is written 
with a European background of suffering and persecution, and 
does not reflect the present mentality of American Christen- 
dom; (2) that the whole Church is confused as to the real 
meaning of eschatological doctrines, and there would be only 
confusion in the Evanston meeting if the second advent of 
Christ should be the paramount subject of discussion; (3) 
that it is a confession of weakness, something we ought to be 
ashamed of, to say the only hope of the world is in the return 
of Christ—we ought rather to change the world with the 
gospel, and settle all of its great problems in our own strength; 
and—of course, they would have to include it somewhere— 
(4) that this smacks of premillennialism, which, says the 
Christian Century, “has flowered with tropical luxuriance in 
America, resulting in great damage—which it has done and 
can still do to ecumenical relations.” 

Who would have thought, during the last ten or twenty 
years, that the second advent of Christ would become the pri- 
mary subject of discussion in any meeting of the World Coun- 
cil of Churches, or in any other great ecclesiastical conference! 

And how regrettable it is that we have come to an hour like 
this, when we are going to investigate this great truth of the 
New Testament Scriptures, and there so tragically prevails 
such confusion about prophetic matters, so many radical con- 
tradictions even among conservatives who believe the Bible 
to be the very Word of God. Indeed, unless something un- 
usually rich has escaped me, I could not put my hands on one 
book in print today dealing with the subject of the second 
advent, that could be confidently placed in the hands of 
Christians everywhere as a thorough, scholarly, clear, biblically 
grounded presentation of this pre-eminently important truth. 
May God raise up men in the Church who will give us now 
that kind of literature which a baffled and confused body of 
believers waits for. 


+ In this I could be wrong, but my own opinion is that in the 
next three or four years a flood of literature pertaining to 
eschatology and biblical prophecy will appear, both in Great 
Britain and in our own country. A number of causes will con- 
tribute to this, among which may be mentioned the following: 
(1) the present debate among ecclesiastics regarding the 
theme for discussion in the Assembly of the World Council in 
1954; (2) the fact that Jews all over the world will be offi- 
cially celebrating in 1953 the three thousandth anniversary 
of the enthronement of David as king in Jerusalem; (3) a 
corollary fact—a growing Messianic expectation in Israel; 
(4) the rapid growth of Seventh Day Adventism with its 
peculiar interpretation of some prophetic passages; (5) the 
amazing revival of interest in the entire subject of the king- 
dom, especially as found in the teachings of our Lord, ac- 
companied by a sharp turning from the formerly widely 
embraced views of Schweitzer; (6) the threat of a third 
World War, accompanied by a universal deepening mood of 
despair; (7) the strange stellar phenomena now acknowl- 
edged as mysterious by our best astronomers and naval 
observers; (8) the general confusion that exists in Christen- 
dom as a whole regarding such subjects as the tribulation, the 
Olivet Discourse, Antichrist, and the Book of Revelation. 

A ninth contributing factor could be the translation of 
continental works on eschatology that have appeared in 
French, German and Dutch during the last twenty years, a 
far more important body of literature in this area of theology 
than the English and American theologians have produced 
during the same period, for some strange reason. 

The tenth factor is the prominence of eschatology in the 
entire Barth-Brunner approach to theology, particularly dur- 
ing the last few years. Probably nowhere is this brought out 
quite so clearly as in the widely discussed, and by liberals 
frequently condemned, address of Karl Barth at the Assembly 
of the World Council of Churches meeting in Amsterdam in 
1948. In this address, Barth threw out this challenge: 


The body of Christ consists of men, each in his place and 
each in his way, who have put their whole hope and trust 
in Christ—in His accomplished work of reconciliation on 
the cross, in His resurrection as the sign of the new age 
which in Him has already broken through, in His Holy Spirit 
whereby He comforts His tempted community and rules and 
overrules the world for good, quite differently and far better 
than we could do, and finally in His second coming in glory, 
whereby the redemption He has accomplished for the whole 
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creation will be gloriously manifest. 


The body of Christ lives, then, only from and through and 
for Him who is fully present to it, but as its Lord is also 
entirely above it. I confess that I am frightened at the 
fact that in all the material before us, white there are 
incidental reminders of these truths in a rhetorical and 
theoretical form, there are, so to speak, no practical applica- 
tions of them. It is as though God’s providence, His already 
founded kingdom, the already accomplished reconciliation 
of the world, the Holy Spirit (whose thoughts are higher 
than our thoughts), even the glorious second coming of 
Jesus Christ, and finally, the triune God Himself—His per- 
son, His purpose, His work, His promise, His power and 
His glory—lay somewhere outside of the circle we have 
envisaged under the theme of “Man’s Disorder and God’s 
Design” in all our preparatory work... 

This world passeth away. We have a unique revolutionary 
hope to proclaim to this world, but we have no system of 
economic or political principles to offer which would presume 
to present in itself the content of this hope. There is no 
such system; there are only Christian decisions as demon- 
strations and signs of this hope. For God Himself, and He 
alone, is this hope. What is required of us is that we should 
be watchful, willing and ready to make Christian decisions 
in the midst of an evil world. We are not the ones to change 
this evil world into a good world. God has not resigned His 
lordship over it into our hands. The salvation of the world, 
which has already been accomplished, was not our work. 
And so also that which remains to be done—the revealing 
of the world’s salvation in a new heaven and a new earth— 
will not be our work but His. 


Finally, a great body of literature is bound to be produced 
because of the constant emphasis on the importance of 
biblical eschatology in all the theologies now appearing, and 
the pronouncements of many of our larger ecclesiastic bodies. 
We might here take two extremes. The Salvation Army, as 
pointed out in this department last March, has never said 
much through its wonderful eighty years of history regarding 
the great doctrine of the second advent of our Lord, but in 
the War Cry for November 10, 1951, their noble head, General 
Albert Orsborn, devotes his entire exhortation to what he calls 
“The Midnight Cry,” in which he writes, “It is my conviction 
that the world’s clock is nearly at midnight. The night is real, 
the midnight dark and menacing, but the morning cometh. 
We kelieve profoundly and look with earnest expectation to 
the coming of the Lord, and to the reign of peace and right- 
eousness. We must sound an alarm in God’s holy mountain, 
Awake, Awake, the King is at hand!” 

In the recently published volume, Biblical Authority for 
Today, a symposium presented by some twenty outstanding 
Christian scholars in the western world, issued by the World 
Council of Churches, we come upon this statement in a 
chapter on “Revelation and Interpretation” (p. 179): 


“There is the kingdom to come, the ultimate consumma- 
tion, and therefore there are prophecies in the New Testa- 
ment as well. The whole being of the Church is in a sense 
prophetical .. . This eschatological prospective is of basic 
importance for the right understanding of the Scriptures. 
All hermeneutical principles and rules should be rethought 
and re-examined in this eschatological prospective.” 


It may be that even beyond all that I have said stand events 
(as significant in their times as the founding of the state of 
Israel and the dropping of the atomic bomb) which, though 
we have no inkling of them at all today, would drive Christen- 
dom back to a re-examination of her prophetic Scriptures. It 
may be that the Roman Catholic Church itself will issue some 
notable volume in this field of eschatology in the next few 
years. Surely one of the greatest needs of the Christian 
Church today—and I have often said this before—is a stand- 
ard textbook thoroughly investigating the entire subject of 
biblical predictive prophecy. 

Note: A great International Congress on Prophecy is being 
planned, to be held at Calvary Baptist Church in New York 
City this year, November 9-16, at which time many of the out- 
standing expositors of the Word of God will be heard. It is 
hoped that out of this conference gq, real witness td the Chris- 
tian Church concerning the second advent will be borne. I 
would urge all readers of these pages to earnestly pray about 
this conference. I still remember with joy and awe what 
manifestation of the power of the Holy Spirit rested upon 
those conference days when prophecy was discussed in Chicago 
in 1914 when Dr. C. I. Scofield, Dr. W. H. Griffith Thomas, 
and others were present. 
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Two New Books 
On the Apocalypse 


HILE the Book of Revelation has always been of great 
We ee to many students of the Scriptures, though at 
the same time almost ignored by the great body of believers, 
this second quarter of the twentieth century has seen a re- 
markable quickening of interest in this difficult book, even 
among some of our best New Testament students. 


The Cumulative Index indicates (I am not distinguishing 
between reprints, pamphlets, books, etc.) that during the 
nine-year period from 1943 through 1951, sixty-two volumes 
on Revelation appeared in this country. This is higher than 
the number of volumes appearing during the same period of 
time relating to any other one book of the Bible. 


Even with all of this multiplicity of literature on the final 
book of the Bible, the last few months have probably wit- 
nessed a phenomenon not seen before in the area of American 
New Testament literature. I refer to the fact that one pub- 
lishing house, the Broadman Press of Nashville, has brought 
out, simultaneously, two different volumes on the Book of 
Revelation by professors of New Testament in two of the 
largest theological seminaries in the United States. Dr. Ed- 
ward A. McDowell, professor of New Testament Interpretation 
at the Southern Baptist Theological Seminary at Louisville, 
Ky., entitles his volume, The Meaning and Message of the 
Book of Revelation, while Dr. Ray Summers, professor of New 
Testament at the Southwestern Baptist Theological Seminary 
of Fort Worth, Tex., gives his the significant title, “Worthy is 
the Lamb.” Inasmuch as these professors control, for the most 
part, what thousands of ministers will have to say about the 
Book of Revelation in the next thirty years (one of the 
authors says that his class in Revelation in the seminary has 
almost four hundred students enrolled!), I believe the books 
deserve some careful consideration. 


+ First let us have some dry figures. Both books embrace 
about 215 pages of text, but due to different type, McDowell’s 
contains about 75,000 words, while Summers’ has 87,000. Mc- 
Dowell has a very brief introduction of 14 pages, but Summers 
gives 93 pages of introduction, at least two-fifths of the entire 
book; so that while the larger volume has about 47,000 words 
of interpretation, the smaller has approximately 70,000 words. 


The introductory material by Summers is important, and 
is well done. He has chapters on “The Nature of Apocalyptic 
Literature,” “Methods of Interpreting the Book of Revelation,” 
and “The Historical Background of Revelation.” McDowell 
has no footnotes; Summers has many. McDowell’s bibli- 
ography is of no value at all; the one by Summers of five 
pages is at least suggestive. 


While we are speaking of bibliographies, I would say that 
neither of these authors seems to be acquainted with many 
of the massive works of an earlier generation that should be 
consulted in a study of Revelation. There is no reference here 
to the great work by Lange, or to Milligan’s marvelous work 
in the Popular Commentary on the New Testament, or to the 
valuable work by Stonehouse on the canonical problem of the 
Apocalypse. Herman Gebhardt’s Doctrine of the Apocalypse, 
translated out of the German (Edinburgh 1878), is not men- 
tioned, nor is Auberlen’s widely influential volume, The 
Prophecies of Daniel and the Revelation of St. John. Even 
in the bibliographies there are no references to the great works 
by William Kelly, or Govet, or the two works on the letters to 
the seven churches by Trench and Marcus Dods. 


I would understand from these works that both of these 
men have been greatly influenced by two volumes on Revela- 
tion published in their own geographical area and denomina- 
tion: H. E. Dana’s The Epistles and the Apocalypse of John 
(1937), and B. H. Carroll’s The Book of Revelation (1913). 


Neither volume has an index to Scripture passages, authors, 
or subjects. Both volumes, it seems to me, almost wholly 
ignore the amazing use of Old Testament prophecies and 
passages in the Book of Revelation. 


Because I am going to be rather critical of these works, let 
me say at the beginning that both of these men believe in the 
full inspiration of the Scriptures, and they do not hesitate to 
say so. Also, they both believe in the absolute deity, the aton- 
ing work, and the ultimate rule-of Jesus Christ, the Son of God. 
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mended in a recent article, are now in stock and 
available to American readers:

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+ PerHaps I ought to make a general 
statement before more carefully exam- 
ining some of the positions of these two 
books, which in many places amazingly 
agree, at times almost word for word, 
and that is, not only are these authors 
what we call preterists—holding the view 
that practically all of the Book of Reve- 
lation has exclusive reference to the 
past, and that its visions were fulfilled in 
the past—but they do not even allow that 
possibly the very last section of Revela- 
tion has reference to future events. 

Fundamentally, they deny that the 
person Antichrist will appear. They op- 
pose the doctrine of a millennium or any 
earthly rule of Christ, and do not believe 
in a literal battle of Armageddon. This 
is not the first time such positions have 
been taken—I am only calling attention 
to the fact because of the tremendous 
influence these teachers have over thou- 
sands of students of the Word of God. 

There is one strange exception to this, 
however. McDowell says that Revelation 
6:12-17, the sixth seal, does refer to the 
end of the age, to “the great final day in 
which God is to execute judgment upon 
sinners, the consummation of the age.” 
So he does believe that early in the book 
there are prophecies about the end of the 
age, but from here on, through Armaged- 
don, if I have read the book accurately, 
there are no more events to be placed at 
the end of the age. It is strange that 
events to take place at the end of the age 
should be found in Revelation 6, but 
those mentioned in Revelation 7-18 
should be fulfilled in the first two cen- 
turies of our era. 

Both authors agree that the four seals 
refer to some individual with an ambition 
for conquering the world, but Summers 
proposes the strange idea that these 
forces, military conquest, war, famine, 
and pestilence, are used by God “to de- 
stroy the oppressors of His people.” This 
certainly is not the way the Book of 
Revelation reads. McDowell has an ex- 
cellent outline for chapter 4, under the 
following headings: “God is Spirit,” “God 
Is the Eternal,” “God is Sovereign,” “God 
Is Power,” “God is Immanent in His 
Creation,” “God is Holy,” “God is the 
Source of All Life.” 

Summers devotes seven full pages to 
the difficult problem of the 144,000. When 
dealing with such matters as the locusts, 
every form of literal interpretation is 
dismissed, and these horsemen are simply 
identified as ‘“‘a dramatic figure of all 
captivity and suffering brought on by 
man’s rebellion against God.” Summers 
says they indicate “the hellish rotten- 
ness, the internal decadence in the 
Roman empire fulfilled in Rome’s cor- 
rupt rulers and leaders.” Ancient pagan 
Rome dominates the interpretation of 
both of these books, and both beasts in 
Revelation 13 are here made to refer to 
ancient Rome, and the first beast espe- 
cially to Nero. Summers says that the 
first beast symbolizes Domitian, and the 
second beast—and here is a_ strange 
interpretation indeed—symbolizes “the 
committee set up in Asia Minor to en- 
force emperor worship!” 

In the interpretation of Revelation 13, 
the deep, underlying factors of the chap- 
ter are wholly ignored, especially its 


universality—far greater than ancient 


Rome ever enjoyed, for the whole earth 


is here. There is no attempt made to 
interpret the economic dictatorships set 
forth in this chapter, nor the image of 
the beast. In fact, so completely do both 
of these authors relegate the prophecies 
of Revelation to the first century of the 
Christian Church that they take Revela- 
tion 11:15, “the kingdom of the world is 
become the kingdom of our Lord and of 
his Christ,” as referring to “the reign of 
God which began with the incarnation.” 
Babylon also is pagan Rome, with which 
of course many will agree. 

The two witnesses of chapter 11 are— 
who would ever have thought it?—ac- 
cording to McDowell, “the law and the 
prophets,” and according to Summers, 
“the militant spirit of true Christians.” 
In this we note a fact that appears again 
and again as we study these two books, 
namely, that in spite of both authors 
being preterists, they seem to have no 
key for similar identification of many 
phenomena in the same book. 


+ No person such as Antichrist is al- 
lowed by either of these authors, no 
great, terrible monster at the end of this 
age, no place for apostasy; and the 
instances where universal man _ blas- 
phemes God are wholly omitted. Neither 
of them allows for a millennium, and 
both evaporate the significance of Arma- 
geddon. McDowell says, “The Word of 
God, incarnate in Christ, survived the 
wrath of the Caesars and brought vic- 
tory to the cause of Christ in the world, 
a victory which extends even to our 
own time’; and Summers similarly in- 
sists, again and again, that the conflict 
is spiritual and not material. With Sum- 
mers, even the binding of Satan (20:1-3) 
is a prediction “of the final victory of 
the persecuted Christians of Asia Minor!” 

The main teaching of the Book of 
Revelation for both of these authors is 
summarized by Summers in his comment 
on 19:19-21: 


For the proper interpretation of the 
book, we must always seek for a start- 
ing point in the immediate age and 
circumstances of the writer, and of 
those for whose instruction, assurance, 
and comfort he writes. This is a book 
thoroughly suited to the times in which 
it was produced. Armageddon is not a 
place name; it is a symbolic term for 
a decisive conflict. Christ is pictured 
as coming down from heaven, but this 
does not picture the second coming of 
Christ which we find discussed else- 
where in the New Testament. This 
scene symbolically represents His com- 
ing to the aid of the persecuted Chris- 
tians with heavenly assistance in their 
spiritual struggles. If the beast is iden- 
tified, as it has been in this work, 
with the emperor as he _ personified 
the pagan, persecuting Roman empire, 
there is no other explanation of this 
battle. It is a vivid symbolical repre- 
sentation of the final victory of Christ’s 
cause and people over that pagan em- 
pire. The beast (Domitian) and the 
second beast (false prophet, Roman 
Concilia, state religion priesthood) 
were cast into the lake that burns with 
fire and brimstone. This is symbolical 
of their destruction. Christ overcomes 
them; the Christians are bothered with 
them no more. The conflict pictured 
is a spiritual conflict. 

It should be said that against this 
preterist interpretation stand some of 
the greatest New Testament scholars of 
modern times. Even Swete, often quoted 
here, allows for many of these visions 
to be fulfilled in the future; and such

writers as Alford, Bengel, Lange, Craven, 
Milligan, Kiddle (in the new Moffatt 
commentary series), the great Dutch 
theologian, Kuyper, and Simcox, in the 
Cambridge Bible for Schools and Col- 
leges, assign much more of the Book of 
Revelation to the end of this age than 
either of these writers allow. 

The preterist view can only give one 
word of comfort to Christians of the 
twentieth century—Chris¢ will ultimately 
win. But no light whatver can fall upon 
world movements at the end of the age 
from this Book of Revelation, this un- 
veiling of the future, if the preterist view 
dominates one’s interpretation of the 
book of which even John said much 
would concern “the things to come.” 

Certainly over all these pages there 
hovers a loyalty to the Lord Jesus Christ, 
but I fear that in spite of this recogni- 
tion of the eternal sovereignty of our 
Lord, the real meaning of most of the 
Revelation has been tragically missed.

NTIL two years age, the work of 
U evangelism as conducted in Chi- 

cago’s rescue missions was far from 
the thoughts of most radio listeners in 
the Midwest area, even Christians. Then, 
through a series of God-given circum- 
stances, the directors of the seventy-five 
year old Pacific Garden Mission decided, 
in a revolutionary move, to place the story 
of their work before the vast audience of 
Chicago’s powerful 50,000 watt, clear 
channel station, WGN. 

Simultaneously, a top-ranking script 
writer and producer, who had been won- 
derfully converted to Christ, turned her 
back on eleven years of big-time secular 
broadcasting. 

Out of the meeting of the men who 
burnish the lamps of the old lighthouse 
on State Street, and Eugenia Price, the 
radiant new convert, a new torch was lit 
to shine out over the air waves in the 
program “Unshackled.” Little did anyone 
dream when this new type of dramatic 
religious program was launched Saturday 
night, September 29, 1950, that in a scant 
two years the scope of the rescue mission 
efforts would be so dramatically enlarged 
that this whole field would have to be 
rethought. 

Beamed originally at 11:00 p.m., “Un- 
shackled’s” dramatic and unaffected true 
stories from the mission files brought an 
immediate and spontaneous response 
from late hour listeners. Here was a 
story of the redeeming, loving Christ who 
could give new life and hope to even the 
most despairing soul. 

Now almost before the last note from 
organist Lucille Becker’s theme dies off 
the air, the mission phone begins to jan- 
gle with requests for “someone who can 
help me the way Joe Kurp, George Ross, 





Mattie Rice, Mel Trotter and Billy Sun- 
day have been helped.” 

A lonely veteran wrote in from his hos- 
pital near Waukesha, Wis., where alco- 
holism and its evil counterpart, malnutri- 
tion, had placed him in a TB ward. In 
the dark of the night, the small bedside 
radio had brought the presence of the 
Saviour, and hope and joy had come 
again into his life. On May 10, 1952, 
Keith Engel was portrayed on the pro- 
gram that rescued him, the first radio 
convert of “Unshackled.” 

One amazing part of “Unshackled’s” 
ministry is the way the stories of down- 
and-outers—neurotics, prostitutes, degen- 
erate alcoholics, and even criminals— 
reach into the parlors, hotel suites, and 
luxurious swank Chicago’s Gold Coast to 
gather in the “up-and-outers.” People 
such as these would not think of going to 
the Skid Row headquarters of the old 
rescue mission, often’described as “the 
Church in Overalls.” But they do listen. 

The problem today for mission officials 
working under the leadership of Harry 
Saulnier is where to find prayer helpers 
and counselors for this new type of con- 
vert whose burning desire to know the 
Saviour is just as keen as the worst 
derelict from the gutters of Skid Row. 

To date, ‘“Unshackled’s” writer-produc- 
er, Eugenia Price and her partner, Ellen 
Riley, who led her to the Lord, have 
proved to be an effective team of rescue 
workers. This is probably the case be- 
cause almost intuitively every listener 
convert is able to sense that in Genie’s 
own story there is something with which 
he can identify his own problems. And 
he is right! 

Successful in a brilliant way for ten 
years, Eugenia Price personified the 
blasé “up-and-outer.” With her own radio 
production office and a yearly budget in 
five figures, to all outward appearances 
she rode on the top of the heap. But in 
the very glitter of her materialistic suc- 
cess from which she sought the conven- 
tional sophisticated “outs” were the seeds 
of her complete boredom with life. There 
were simply no new thrills, no untopped 
mountains. At thirty-three her glamor 
world had tumbled about her in ashes. 

Underneath the tough armor of pre- 
tenses and rabid atheism, with which she 
warded off the thought of God, was an 
inconsolable, sin-sick woman who didn’t 
care if life for her ended there. But the 
renewal of a girlhood friendship with 
Ellen Riley suddenly brought a new vi- 
sion. Life wasn’t over. It had simply 
begun when the flood-tides of God's 
grace invaded Eugenia Price’s heart. 

In every part of her broadcasting ac- 
tivity today, Miss Price feels she must 
let His light shine through to those about 
her, whether it be in casting her pro- 
gram, setting salaries in line with the 
regular union scale, directing her re- 
hearsals before the studio audience, or 
locking her door at midnight to go out on 
a listener’s call. As a result, seven or 
eight men and women closely associated 
with the production of “Unshackled” are 
themselves in varying stages of disentan- 
glement from the ways of their old lives 
and are emerging into a new relationship 
with Christ. 

Impressed with this strange new type

Signs of a Trend? 

Surveys indicate that Bible sales are 
booming. An estimated twelve million 
Bibles and Testaments will be sold this 
year alone, the UP says. The American 
Bible Society’s yearly distribution has 
doubled in a decade, although during 
that same decade the population in- 
creased only 14.5 per cent. 

The society said it distributed 16,.001,- 
945 copies last year, which exceeded by 
26 per cent the total of any year in the 
organization’s history. The Bibles were 
presented in 147 languages. 

Advance sales for the Revised Stand- 
ard Version of the Bible, to be published 
in September, stand at more than 600.000, 
the UP said. This it compares to the 
240.000 copies sold of last year’s top- 
selling popular novel, From Here to Eter- 
nity. 

The letter response to sermons broad- 
cast over the CBS “Church of the Air” 
has increased from 200 to 300 letters per 
broadcast three years ago, to from 600 
to 1,200 today. the report continues. 

A Wall Street Journal survey also dis- 
closes that Americans are giving to 
charity—including religious purposes—at 
the greatest rate in history. A decade 
ago such giving totaled one and a half 
billion dollars; last year, more than four 
billion dollars—a 180 per cent gain dur- 
ing a time when national income rose 
only 160 per cent. 


More Church Schools 

At the same time word comes that 
more Protestant and Roman Catholic 
youngsters are receiving pre-high school 
training in church-sponsored schools 
than ever before in this country. 

During the past fifteen years enroll- 
ment in Protestant day schools at the 
nursery, kindergarten and elementary 
school level has increased 61 per cent, 
the survey said. There are 186,000 Prot- 
estant children in approximately 3,000 
such schools. In 1937 there were some 
110,000 pupils enrolled in about 2,000 
schools. 

Other figures uncovered by the survey 
are of equal interest. Since 1938, for ex- 
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ample, Roman Catholic enrollment in 
parochial schools has increased 35 per 
cent. Some 3,035,000 children attend 
8,845 Roman Catholic schools at the ele- 
mentary level. 

Denominations maintaining schools 
include Missouri Lutheran Synod with 
1,164 schools, other Lutheran schools, 
246; Mennonites, 547; Presbyterian 
Church U.S. (South), 125; Seventh Day 
Adventists, 919; Christian Reformed, 156; 
Baptists, 15, and Protestant Episcopal, 
100. Other groups account for an addi- 
tional 122. 

The survey conducted by the National 
Council of Churches did not cover mis- 
sion schools, boarding schools, or second- 
ary schools. 


Gli Alcoholics 

From Germany comes word that 
“chronic alcoholism among young Amer- 
ican soldiers has increased to alarming 
proportions, according to Army medical 
authorities here.” This is the report of 
correspondent Arthur Noyes to the New 
York News and the Washington, D.C., 
Times-Herald. 

“Wards in both the 97th General Hos- 
pital here and the 98th General Hospital 
in Munich,” the report declared, “are 
crammed with GI’s between the ages of 
19 and 25 who have been pronounced un- 
fit for duty because of alcoholism. 

“This condition among troops has de- 
veloped steadily within the last eighteen 
months. Most of the men under treat- 
ment will be cured and returned to duty, 
Army doctors said, but a number are 
being evacuated to the United States for 
discharge as undesirables.” 


Methodists in Action 

In San Francisco at its quadrennial 
general conference, the Methodist Church 
recently decided to redraw the organiza- 
tion of the 40,000 local churches, making 


an expanded official board the adminis- 
trative authority in each. 

The conference also voted to continue 
the no-smoking pledge required of min- 
isterial candidates. In other voting it 
was decided not to give full ministerial 
rights to women, and to set up a new 
board to study “social and economic rela- 
tions.” 

The delegates passed resolutions call- 
ing for elimination of racial discrimina- 
tion. They also censored the unofficial 
Methodist Federation for Social Action 
and asked it to stop using the word 
“Methodist” in its name. It was charged 
that the Federation caused a breach in 
the church by following left-wing policies. 


Conventions in Chicago 

Three other denominations recently 
held conventions in Chicago. 

Evangelism was the central subject of 
a five-day meeting of the Conservative 
Baptists of the nation. Reports from 
missionaries, the need for new churches 
in the U.S., and methods of spreading 
the gospel were discussed by the approxi- 
mately 1,200 delegates representing about 
500,000 communicants in 2,000 churches. 

Two other groups held simultaneous 
conventions in a move to increase fellow- 
ship between themselves. 

Approximately 6,000 persons gathered 
for the 103rd International Convention 
of the Disciples of Christ, while, in ses- 
sion at the same time, more than 12,000 
delegates and visitors attended the forty- 
fifth annual meeting of the American 
Baptist Convention. 

For more than 100 years the two groups 
have studied merging. No plans for 
unification were discussed this year, as 
church leaders agreed a merger would 
not be possible without a feeling of unity 
through fellowship. To further this end, 
the two conventions held three joint 
worship services.

Resolutions denouncing a move for 
Protestant unity; protesting recent at- 
tacks made upon evangelical churches, 
pastors, and people in Spain; requesting 
prayer for opening of new territory for 
missions, and warning the “Christian 
people of modernistic unbelief and so- 
cialism,” were passed at a recent con- 
vention of the American Council of 
Christian Churches. 

“One church would be a stagnant, 
autocratic, belligerent foe to serious dis- 
sent, and essentially totalitarian,” said 
the resolution against Protestant unity. 

“Set for the Defense of the Gospel” 
was the theme of the convention. Eleven 
speakers conducted major sessions, dis- 
cussing such subjects as “A Free Church 
Demands a Free Economy,” “America 
Needs Scriptural Evangelism,” and “Be- 
trayal of Christ in American Education.” 

Speakers included William Bordeaux, 
Paul Jackson, James Bennett, Allan 
MacRae, W. O. H. Garman, Robert 
Ketcham, Jack Murray, Howard Kiefer, 
Arthur Slaght, Mrs. Rosalie Bryson, and 
President W. W. Breckbill. 


Missionaries to Shangri-La? 

The possibility of missionary work in 
a well-populated valley, sealed off from 
the world, and containing an advanced 
stone-age civilization has recently led 
to an aerial survey of New Guinea’s 
Shangri-La Valley. The survey was con- 
ducted by the Missionary Aviation Fel- 
lowship. 

Since World War II, when the valley 
was the scene of a U.S. air force rescue, 
several mission societies have been in- 
terested in entering the remote territory 
to evangelize its people. It already has 
been entered by an expedition represent- 
ing the American Museum of Natural 
History. 

The aerial survey was undertaken to 
ind out the possibilities of providing air 
service for future missionary work. Co- 
operating with the MAF in the survey 
were the Christian and Missionary Alli- 
ance, Unevangelized Fields Mission, and 
The Evangelical Alliance Mission. 

Other highlights from around the 
world include the following: 


COLOMBIA—The Evangelical Con- 
federation of Colombia recently released 
new information about more than twenty 
cases of violent persecution of evangelical 
minorities here. The atrocities ranged 
from the burning of homes and stoning 
or destruction of chapels and churches, 
to Christians being attacked, beaten and 
stabbed. Mention was also made of goods 
stolen or destroyed. 


ICELAND—If a bill pending in parlia- 
ment becomes law, this country’s capital 
city, Reykjavik, will have nine state- 
supported pastors to minister to its 60,000 
inhabitants. It now has six. In addition, 
two other ministers are supported by 
voluntary contributions. 


SPAIN—The Spanish Minister of the 
Interior is reported to have recently 
made four promises concerning Protes- 
tant freedom. They were made in inter- 
views with Evangelist Paul E. Freed, 
making his second trip to Spain in six 
months.

The minister is quoted as having prom- 
ised: (1) that the Spanish government 
would open as many as possible of the 
thirty-one closed Protestant churches; 
(2) that the government would work 
toward obtaining more religious freedom 
for Protestants; (3) that the government 
would grant the opening of a church 
wherever it was shown there was a group 
of Protestants. 

Freed said the Spanish minister also 
promised to answer in writing five ques-. 
tions put before the Spanish government 
in April. These questions deal with other 
problems of Protestant freedom in Spain. 


ITALY—A formal protest to the state 
department over failure to provide re- 
ligious freedom as required by terms of 
the U.S.-Italian peace treaty has been 
made by the National Association of 
Evangelicals. 

The organization’s Evangelical Action 
Commission states that “during the last 
few months we have had a number of 
evangelical churches closed in Sicily. 
Several of our ministers have been ar- 
rested for preaching. 

“The Italian government has done 
nothing to reauthorize the construction 
of the Protestant hospital in Naples, 
which was halted by order of the mayor 
at the instigation of ‘the local Roman 
Catholic bishop.” This, according to the 
commission, leaves approximately 40,000 
Protestants in Naples with no adequate 
hospital facilities. 

The commission also pointed with 
alarm to the danger indicated by “hun- 
dreds of thousands of Christian Italians 
voting the Communist ticket at each 
election.” These Christians, it said, are 
seeking freedom from religious tyranny 
by turning to the Communists. 


SOUTH KOREA—Choi Soo Uk is a 
modern example of the woman who lived 
in a shoe—Miss Choi cares for so many 
war orphans she scarcely knows what to 
do. A Presbyterian, Miss Choi comman- 
deered an abandoned Buddhist temple in 
1947 and converted it into an orphanage. 
She still makes her home there with 101 
small boys and girls. She receives a small 
allowance per child from the Korean 
government and «‘her supplies from 
American chaplains and from the United 
Nations. 


From Here and There

prayer. The resolution followed a sug- 
gestion made by Billy Graham as he 
preached on the steps of the capitol last 
winter. More than two million persons 
heard Graham in evangelistic meetings 
during the last year, according to a 
United Press report. 


» The Boca Raton Bible Conference 
Grounds in Florida recently bought and 
closed the only close-by theater, dedicat- 
ing it as an auditorium. The land sur- 
rounding the theater already had been 
purchased and turned into a hundred- 
acre Christian development. 


» A new training school for missionaries 
to the Jews is being planned by Solomon 
Birnbaum, recently appointed executive 
director of the New York Jewish Evan- 
gelization Society. Birnbaum was born 
in Austria-Hungary and was converted 
in Constantinople while studying there 
as a student. For the past twelve years 
he has been doing missionary work in 
New York City. 


> Dr. Carey S. Thomas, former’ pastor of 
the First Baptist Church of Altoona, Pa., 
has been appointed first president of the 
Conservative Baptist Theclogical Semi- 
nary, Denver. Dr. Thomas has served as 
a trustee of Eastern Baptist Theological 
Seminary and as a director of the Phila- 
delphia Bible Institute. He has also been 
active in the National Association of 
Evangelicals. 


> Col. Ivan L. Bennett, former chief 
army chaplain of the Far East Com- 
mand, has been named new army chief 
of chaplains. The appointment carries 
with it the rank of major general. Col. 
Bennett has served in the chaplaincy 
since 1920. 


» Since its incorporation five years ago, 
the Far Eastern Gospel Crusade has 
grown to include eighty missionaries, it 
was announced recently. Of this number 
fifty-two are in Japan, nineteen in the 
Philippines and nine are home on fur- 
lough. Sixty-nine accepted candidates 
are now in preparation for foreign fields. 


> The 127th anniversary of the Amer- 
ican Tract Society recently was cele- 
brated in New York City. The society 
published approximately eight million 
tracts during the past vear and expects 
to exceed that number this year.

CHINA. “There are strong possibilities 
that the Communist government of 
China will take steps to stop news re- 
leases from reaching Hong Kong and 
places outside the mainland.” Thus writes 
one of our most reliable correspondents 
about the situation in China. 

The government is disturbed because, 
in spite of government control of the 
press, there are articles being published 
in the China newspapers which reveal 
too much of the situation inside the 
country and put Communism in a bad 
light. One instance of this had to do with 
the campaign which was being whipped 
up against supposed American germ war- 
fare. 

At the very time the Communist gov- 
ernment was trying to convince the 
world and its own people that the Amer- 
icans were guilty of deliberately spread- 
ing disease among Chinese troops by 
dropping germ bombs, Chinese news- 
papers published stories of corruption in 
the Chinese army’s service of supply. 
Shanghai merchants were accused of 
having sold and shipped spoiled beef 
to the army in Korea. A chemistry pro- 
fessor was reported to have connived 
with a merchant in the sale of supposedly 
medicated cotton to the army; but in 
making the packs they used old, unster- 
ilized cotton, still filled with disease 
germs. 

Naturally foreign newspapers have 
picked up these items and have accused 
the Communists of spreading disease 
among their own troops. So the Ministry 
of Propaganda has now decided to try 
to control these leaks of information by 
suppressing the foreign circulation of 
China newspapers. The only two which 
will be permitted to be sold outside the 
country will be the People’s Daily, of 
Peiping, and the Nam Fang Daily, of 
Canton. The editors of these two papers 
are to be carefully screened. 

Missionaries still in China have been 
reduced to a scant handful. Nearly all of 
these are being detained against their 
will, whether in prisons or in the confines 
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EACH ONE TEACH ONE. Open air reading classes for adults in Liberia are the most impor- 
tant part of the literacy campaign. An American woman missionary now heads the campaign, 


which is sponsored by the government.

of their own homes. One notable excep- 
tion is Dr. James G. Endicott, who has 
served as a China missionary of the 
United Church of Canada. According to 
report, Dr. Endicott attended the World 
Peace Conference in Vienna last fall, 
and having proved himself to be a good 
friend of the Communists he was invited 
to revisit China. His visit was widely 
publicized and excerpts from some of his 
speeches were printed in the China 
papers. 

In one of his published addresses, Endi- 
cott is reported to have said: “Now China 
has become a mighty and unified nation, 
independent and progressive. No more 
predatory imperialistic adventures can 
be successful. This great fact is the hope 
of peace in the Far East. The unity of 
the Chinese people and their keen under- 


standing of the nature of the struggle 
for peace is demonstrated most clearly 
in the movement to help Korea and re- 
sist American aggression on their own 
border. The Chinese defense on the 
Manchurian border has, to a large extent, 
stopped the murderous attacks on un- 
armed civilians. The amazing thing is 
that this huge force was given in con- 
tributions of the Chinese people. It did 
not have to be raised by tax.” 

Dr. Endicott is said to have claimed 
that the United States, because of its 
tottering economy, is seeking to bring on 
the third world war; moreover, that at 
American insistence Canada has brought 
over 100,000 German spies into that 
country to kill and destroy the demo- 
cratic people who love peace. 

That a Canadian Communist should 
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make such statements would not be sur- 
prising. That they should come from the 
lips of one who was known as a Chris- 
tion missionary is hard to understand, 
to say the least. However, Dr. Endicott 
does admit that the overwhelming ma- 
jority of the missionaries do not share his 
views. 

The heavy hand of the Communist 
government has already fallen on Yen- 
ching University, which was formerly 
conducted under missionary auspices, 
and has decreed its abolishment. The 
head of the department of theology in 
this university, when the Communists 
took Peiping, was T. C. Chao, one of the 
vice-presidents of the World Council of 
Churches. Dr. Chao’s enthusiastic wel- 
come of the Communist “liberators” and 
his later resignation of his office in the 
World Council has not saved the univer- 
sity, nor has it freed him from serious 
accusations by those who are now in 
power. 

An editorial in one recent magazine 
from China contains this remarkable 
statement: “We Christians have already 
arrived at an understanding. In certain 
circumstances every kind of work in the 
Church must temporarily cease, even to 
the discontinuance of services. But op- 
position to American imperialism and the 
love-of-country movement, these abso- 
lutely must not stop. For this has to do 
with the future blessing or disaster of 
our motherland for all of our people.” 

But we should not get the idea from 
the foregoing that the Christian Church 
in China, or the greater part of it, has 
been built upon the sand. The great mass 
of the Christians, including their many 
faithful leaders, have no way of pub- 
lishing what they are doing, even if that 
were wise. Among the millions who have 
been “liquidated” since the Communists 
took control have been many faithful 
Christians; but there are countless others 
whose faith has withstood even the 
constant clever propaganda which their 
Communist masters are trying to force 
them to believe, and in unobtrusive ways 
they are continuing their witness for 
Christ. 

This “passive resistance” on the part of 
Christians and many others who refuse 
to be misled by the Communist “line” is 
very aggravating to the out-and-out 
Communists. They complain that people 
do not pay enough attention to political 
events, seem uninterested in improving 
their knowledge of America as China’s 
enemy, and don’t even bother to read the 
newspapers as much as they used to. 
This sort of resistance is more difficult 
to cope with than the armed revolts 
which have been reported from various 
places. 

THAILAND (SIAM). Something of the 
cost of the missionary enterprise was 
highlighted by the report from Thailand 
of the murder of an American missionary 
couple, Rev. and Mrs. Paul Johnson. 
These missionaries were members of the 
Christian and Missionary Alliance, which 
has an extensive work in Indochina and 
eastern Thailand. The Johnsons appear 
to have been attacked as they were con- 
ducting a church service and were shot 
several times. Mrs. Johnson was killed 
immediately and Mr. Johnson died short- 
ly afterward. At this writing, the reason

The Conservative Bap- 
tists report a new organization formed 
to give assistance to needy evangelistic 
enterprises in Portugal. The organiza- 
tion is to be known as the Baptist Asso- 
ciation for Evangelism. It is made up of 
seven Portuguese businessmen who are 
evangelical Christians and has been offi- 
cially recognized by the government. 
Thus far, the mission says, the funds for 
the group have come from a Portuguese 
Christian by the name of Manuel Par- 
reira. He is the same who previously 
gave the mission the property it needed 
for its seminary. Senhor Parreira has 
turned over his entire fortune to the 
new association. It is evidently sufficient 
to begin the work with the employment 
of a full-time evangelist, Antonio Mar- 
tins, former pastor of the large Marinha 
Grande church. 

FORMOSA. Most missionary news 
from Formosa in these days tells of the 
progress of the work among the Chinese 
soldiers and refugees. But the great 
spiritual movement among the mountain 
tribes, which began during the days of 
Japanese rule, is also continuing. Just 
recently Mrs. James Dickson wrote: “We 
discovered that ten more mountain 
churches had been built in the mountains 
without our knowledge. The mountain 
people heard the gospel from mountain 
evangelists, believed, and built their 
churches in which to worship the true 
God. They have now waited for months 
for pastors and missionaries to come and 
dedicate the churches with a formal 
opening. In some of these places where 
the churches have been built the people 
have never seen a foreigner!” 

TRANSLATION. The growth of the 
work among the mountain aborigines of 
Formosa has led to a request to the 
Wycliffe Bible Translators to extend 
their work to this area. It is reported 
that there are about 20,000 believers 
among the Tyal tribe, but they need to 
have their language reduced to writing 
and to have the Bible published in it. 
The Translators are seriously considering 
the request. 

Another branch of the Summer Insti- 
tute of Linguistics conducted by the Wy- 
cliffe Bible Translators is being opened 
this summer at the University of North 
Dakota, in Grand Forks. The dates are 
June 23 to September 5, and complement 
the courses already in operation at the 
University of Oklahoma, at Caronport, 
Saskatchewan, and at Melbourne, Aus- 
tralia. 

COLOMBIA. One of the outstanding 
pioneers in Protestant missions in Ecua- 
dor and Colombia went to be with Christ 
on March 25, from Cali, Colombia. 
Charles P. Chapman was eighty-two 
years of age and for fifty-five years had 
been associated with missionary work in 
South America. After a few years in 
Ecuador, he moved into southwestern 
Colombia, about the turn of the century. 
His zealous, untiring efforts carried him 
to many parts of that country with the 
good news of salvation, and he was re- 
responsible for the beginning of work 
which is now being carried on under at 
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least two different missions. For many 
years he headed the Colombian work of 
the Gospel Missionary Union, one of the 
few missions to enter the country before 
the Liberal party came into power, about 
1930. His death comes at a time when 
the Conservatives are once again in full 
control and when the fires of persecution 
are burning fiercer than ever. 

MOSLEM WORLD. Although Dr. 
Samuel M. Zwemer was one of the 
founders of the Arabia Mission of the 
Reformed Church in America. his name 
will always be associated with the whole 
Christian enterprise in the Moslem field. 
Perhaps no one in recent years has so 
epitomized missionary work in a whole 
vast area. Consequently his death on 
April 2, in Port Chester, N.Y., was an 
event in whose sorrow the whole Chris- 
tian world could share. Dr. Zwemer was 
a prolific writer on missionary themes, 
especially those which concerned work 
among the Moslems. He was an acknowl- 
edged authority in this field. Only in 
recent years had he laid aside the editor- 
ship of the quarterly magazine, The 
Moslem World. 


ECUADOR. A crisis at a conference 
among the Jivaro Indians brought a 
demonstration of the value of short-wave 
radio communications in such isolated 
fields. The first night after the confer- 
ence began, one of the Indians was seized 
with convulsions. Early the next morn- 
ing the missionaries radioed to the Mis- 
sionary Aviation Fellowship base. They 
were afraid the man was near death and 
his death might be fatal to the confer- 
ence. The radio call was transferred to 
Quito, where one of the HCJB missionary 
doctors listened to the symptoms and 
prescribed treatment. His directions 
worked perfectly, the convulsions were 
controlled, and the conference went on. 
As a result at least fifteen Indians took 
a stand for Christ, including the local 
chief.

verses were oixérac (oiketai), Chris- 

tian household slaves, working in the 
homes of pagan masters who were mis- 
treating them because of their Christian 
testimony. Peter’s admonition is, ““House- 
hold slaves, put yourselves in constant 
subjection with every fear to your abso- 
lute lords and masters; not only to those 
who are good at heart, but also to those 
who are against you.” 

“Thankworthy” (v. 19) and “accept- 
able” (v. 20) are the translation of ydpis 
(charis), which refers to an action be- 
yond what might be expected and is 
therefore commendable. It is the Greek 
word “grace.” What a picture of that 
which took place at Calvary. 

“Buffeted” is xohagiw (kolaphizo), “to 
strike with the fists,” used of the Jews 
pommeling our Lord (Matt. 26:67). Peter 
never forgot that scene. He writes to 
these Christian slaves: “For this is an 
action beyond the ordinary course of 
what might be expected, and is therefore 
commendable, if because of conscience 
toward God, a person endures grief, suf- 
fering unjustly. For what sort of fame 
is it if when missing the mark and being 
pommeled with the fists, you take this 
patiently? But if when doing good and 
suffering, you take it patiently, this is an 
action beyond the course of what might 
be expected, and is therefore commend- 
able in the presence of God.” 

The word “example” is szoypapupdv 
(hupogrammon), and refers to a child’s 
copy book in which the writing master 
has written the alphabet for his pupil to 
copy. Peter uses this illustration to speak 
of our Lord’s earthly life which these 
slaves were to copy. 

The word “stripes” (v. 24) is podrdAwy 
(molops), “a bruise, wale, wound that 
trickles with blood.” The word is singular 
in the Greek. Peter never forgot the ap- 
pearance of our Lord’s back after the 
scourging, not a series of stripes made 
by the Roman whip, but one mass of 
lacerated, quivering, open flesh, trickling 
with blood. 

“Bishop” (v.25) is éricxoros (episkopos) , 
“an overseer,” here “a spiritual overseer.” 

And so Peter writes: ““Who never com- 
mitted a sin, and in whose mouth there 
was found not even craftiness; when He 
was reviled, He reviled not again, but 
committed Himself into the keeping of 
the One who judges righteously; who 
Himself carried up to the cross our sins 
in His own body and offered Himself 
there as an altar, doing this in order that 
we, having died with respect to sin, might 
live with respect to righteousness, by 
means of whose bleeding stripes you 
were healed. For you were straying like 
sheep, but have turned back to the Shep- 
herd and Overseer of your souls.”

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GOD’S IMMUTABLE THINGS 

Please explain Hebrews 6:18. What 
are the two immutable things spoken of 
here ?—M.R.H.. Claire, Mich. 

The context of this verse of Scripture 
refers to many who, having “entered into 
the sphere of new covenant manifesta- 
tion,’”’ were relapsing “into that phase of 
Judaism which crucified the Lord Jesus” 
(Saphir), of rejecting Him and putting 
Him to “open shame”; not that they were 
true believers, for true believers are 
Christ’s sheep who never perish, whose 
relationship with Him is indissoluble, 
whose new life by the Spirit is eternal 
life. 

But the words of 6:18 are addressed to 
genuine believers, perhaps greatly tried 
in those difficult days, to assure them of 
God’s unchanging promises and gifts. It 
is illustrated by God’s promise to Abra- 
ham, whose hoping against hope, strong 
in faith, was finally rewarded by the ful- 
fillment of the promise in the birth of 
Isaac. This promise of God to Abraham 
was the first “immutable” thing. It was 
God’s Word. 

But after Abraham’s faith stood the 
severe test of his willingness to offer up 
Isaac. the result of God’s promise, by 
which he “patiently endured” (v. 15), 
God gave him a further and final confir- 
mation by an oath made to him and 
given in strongest and most emphatic 
terms (Gen. 22:16-18). This is the second 
immutable thing. God’s Word would 
have been enough, and that is always 
immutable, but the oath is additional. 
These two immutable things, God’s 
promise and God’s oath, are our assur- 
ance and experience whose hope and con- 
fidence is in the Lord Jesus Christ, the 
sure and steadfast anchor of our souls.

THE HOLY SPIRIT AND BELIEVERS 

Was the Holy Ghost baptism for the 
apostles only ?—Mrs. G.C., Illinois 

Presumably you have reference to such 
passages as John 20:22: “And when he 
had said this, he breathed on them, and 
saith unto them, Receive ye the Holy 
Ghost,” and Acts 1:5: “For John truly 
baptized with water; but ye shall be

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baptized with the Holy Ghost not many 
days hence.” 

The breathing and bestowing, and the 
exhortation to receive or rather “take” 
the Holy Ghost in John 20:22 were cer- 
tainly real, but rather a preparatory and 
partial bestowal. There is no definite 
article “the” with “Holy Ghost” in the 
original, implying that the gift was not 
made in fullness. It imparted to them a 
fuller knowledge of the truth no doubt 
and prepared them for the completion in 
the greater gift at Pentecost after He 
had ascended. John 7:39 declares: “For 
the Holy Ghost was not yet given; be- 
cause that Jesus was not yet glorified.” 

The remarkable coming of the Holy 
Ghost upon the disciples at Pentecost 
(Acts 1:5; 2:1-4) was not only upon those 
present as individuals, but for the entire 
Church throughout this dispensation. 
Just as the Lord Jesus had been with His 
disciples through all His ministry, so the 
Holy Spirit whom He promised to send in 
His place (John 16:7) would continue 
with the Church through this dispensa- 
tion of grace, or period of the Church. 
This act at Pentecost was symbolic of 
His presence and power in the Church 
throughout all its earthly career. Thus 
the Holy Ghost is present to baptize all 
true believers into the body of Christ 
when and because they believe (Gal. 4:6). 
The Holy Ghost came down once for all 
at Pentecost, for all the Church, as well 
as upon those present. 

Being “filled with the Spirit” (Eph. 
5:18) is a different matter. Its measure 
is in proportion to our desire, our willing- 
ness, and our surrender to God.

THE WATER AND THE BLOOD 

Will you please explain I John 5:8: 
“And there are three that bear witness 
in earth, the Spirit, and the water, and 
the blood: and these three agree in 
one”’; and also Luke 22:32, the words 
to Peter: “But I have prayed for thee, 
that thy faith fail not: and when thou 
art converted, strengthen thy brethren.” 
—Mrs. A.J.B., Tulsa, Okla. 

1. There are two principal views in the 
interpretation of I John 5:8. One is that 
it refers to the blood and water that came 
from Christ’s body when upon the cross 
He was pierced by the Roman soldier 
(John 19:34). The second is that it re- 
fers to both His baptism in Jordan and 
His death upon the cross. 

According to this view, His baptism 


was the official opening of His ministry 
(which was to perfectly fulfill the law 
and perform His works as Messiah) as 
attested by the Holy Spirit descending 
upon Him. And the blood was the con- 
summation of His ministry in His death 
upon the cross, as paying the penalty of 
the sin of our disobedience to the law. 

It was through the Holy Spirit here 
also that He was raised in power. The 
Holy Spirit not only bore witness in this 
respect, but constantly bears witness to 
us and in us by His quickening, sancti- 
fying and illumining power. Perhaps 
there is some connection here also be- 
tween the water and blood as represent- 
ing the baptism and crucifixion of Christ, 
and the two ordinances of baptism and 
the Lord’s Supper, in which the wine 
represents the blood of Christ in His 
death. 

But one particular emphasis in I John 
5:6, namely, “not by water only, but by 
water and blood” (italics ours), may sug- 
gest that John was refuting the Gnostic 
heresy which declared that the divine 
Christ came upon the man Jesus at His 
baptism, but left Him at the cross, so that 
only a human Jesus suffered there. Not 
that, declares John, but the one Lord 
Jesus Christ, both God and man, mys- 
teriously united in one nature, came by 
water and by blood for our salvation. 
And the Spirit, the water and the blood 
together bear witness of this. 

2. Luke 22:32 refers to Peter’s great 
danger as the most confident and asser- 
tive of the apostles. Evidently Satan 
picked on him as a sort of test case. 
He did fall into sin, but with repentance 
and restoration came new power and 
boldness, now of the Holy Spirit and not 
in the flesh which was the presumptuous 
self. According to this verse, which in 
the Revised Version reads, “I made sup- 
plication for thee that thy faith fail not,” 
the Lord’s prayer for Peter would be 
fully answered. And when he had turned 
back after his failure he was a strength- 
ening to the brethren.

THE ANCIENT OF DAYS 

In Daniel 7:13 the Son of Man is 
distinguished from the Ancient of Days 
as being brought to Him, but in verse 22 
the title Ancient of Days appears to be 
ascribed also to the Son of Man. How 
is this to be reconciled ?—S.M., Chicago. 

It is not quite clear that the Ancient 
of Days in Daniel 7:22 is identical with 
the Son of Man. However, Christ as Son 
of Man is described in Revelation 1:13-15 
almost exactly as the Ancient of Days is 
described in Daniel 7:9 so that there 
really is identity, but at the same time 
there is a distinction also. 

The identity lies in the fact of the 
Son of Man’s Godhood or deity and in 
His capacity as Judge. The distinction is 
that of person and function within the 
Trinity. God is indeed Judge (Gen. 18: 
25), but He judges the world through 
Christ, the Son of Man (Acts 17:31). 
God is indeed the Redeemer, the Holy 
One of Israel (Isa. 49:7), but redemption 
and reconciliation are accomplished 
through Christ (II Cor. 5:19). 

According to I Corinthians 15:24-28, 
Christ as Son is subject to God the Fa- 
ther, delivering up the kingdom to Him 
when ail enemies are finally put down. 
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The God who is “all in all” in verse 28 
is the Triune God of Father, Son, and 
Holy Spirit. And the eternal throne is 
“the throne of God and of the Lamb” 
(Rev. 22:1). 

Even if it may not be quite clear that 
in Daniel 7:22 the Ancient of Days is the 
Son of Man, it is nevertheless true that 
Christ, the Son of Man, as God, is also 
Ancient of Days.

—is being attacked from various direc- 
tions in various ways. One work is headed 
by Edward J. Bateman under sponsorship 
of the Fuller Evangelistic Foundation. A 
sturdily built man with clear blue eyes 
and a serious manner, Eddie Bateman 
understands the needs of boys all the bet- 
ter because he himself spent part of his 
early years in an orphanage. 

His concern for the juvenile delinquent 
amounts to acute distress, because he 
knows that their real need is Christ—that 
the road they are taking is leading many 
of them farther and farther away from 
the gospel. Having access to the juvenile 
institutions with opportunity to speak 
with the boys, he has led many of them 
to Christ. In some cases he is able to 
find foster homes for them. As a result, 
he has seen boy after boy make a stand 
for Christ and stay with it. 

One he remembers is Freddy, who was 
arrested when eight years old for literally 
wrecking a schoolhouse. Upon investiga- 
tion Mr. Bateman saw that Freddy’s real 
need was the right home. He found a 
foster home where Freddy saw Christ in 
the lives of those about him. Soon the 
boy accepted Christ as Saviour, and is 
now living for Him. 

Another effort to help the delinquents 
in California is being made by the Life- 
line Bible Camps. Sponsored by Youth 
for Christ, these camps are especially for 
boys and girls who have come in contact 
with the law. “It costs six thousand dol- 
lars to commit a boy to a reformatory,” 
says Roy McKeown, the organization’s 
Pacific Southwest regional director, “and 
for less than one-tenth of that amount 
we can reach boys for Christ.” 

He and Ches Ansley, Oakland Youth 
for Christ director, discussed the appall- 
ing need of the boys and took the prob- 
lem to the rallies a year ago. During the 
summer of 1951 these rallies sponsored 
seven Lifeline camps. This year they are 
sponsoring eleven camps for boys and one 
for girls. 

Most of the juveniles at these camps 
were contacted by Eddie Bateman 
through the Probation Department. After 
camp a complete follow-up program is 
put into action, including a Christmas re- 
treat. Every boy is also placed in contact 
with the pastor of the denomination of 
his choice. 

Preaching and Bible services for de- 
linquents while they are in institutions 
is also effective if properly carried out. 
Opportunities exist in many areas for 
volunteer groups of consecrated young 
men and women who will aid in doing 
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this work in a prayerful and effective 
manner. 

Churches and other Christian groups 
who wish to aid deliquents must be pre- 
pared to offer practical and continuing 
help. Courts are usually not satisfied 
alone with the fact that a boy has pro- 
fessed to make a decision for Christ. They 
know only too well the pull of the old 
environment and the problems which the 
delinquent faces if he is sent back with- 
out further help and encouragement. For 
that reason Chaplain Bateman is con- 
stantly seeking Christians who will open 
their homes to the boys. 


+ GRAPPLING with the delinquent prob- 
lem demands that parents as well as 
juveniles be reached—both as a means of 
helping boys and girls already delin- 
quent and as a means of prevention. 
Failure to do this may be more serious 
than we realize. 

With tears in his eyes, John Dillinger’s 
pastor told Ohio’s chief probation officer: 
“IT hold myself partly responsible for 
John’s criminal career. I saw the way he 
was going, but hesitated to say anything 
to his father about it.””’ The pastor, Sun- 
day school teacher or other Christian 
worker has it within his power to check 
many a potential life of crime and vio- 
lence at its source, not only by giving 
counsel, but also by pointing lives to 
Christ. 

Since you began reading this article, 
more boys and girls—literally scores of 
them—have joined the ranks of the juve- 
nile delinquents. Better methods of deal- 
ing with their problems, better institu- 
tions for their care, social programs— 
none of these alone can fully meet their 
needs. You as a Christian have the only 
answer in the gospel. 

Though few churches will find it prac- 
tical or possible to work alone in this 
needy field, opportunities may arise now 
and then for some special service to de- 
linquents in local institutions. Meanwhile 
Christian organizations in this work need 
interest and support. Above all, the ef- 
forts of Bible-believing Christians to 
bring the gospel to the homes of more 
potential delinquents must be redoubled. 
Young sinners across our land must he 
reached for Christ. 





NEW TESTAMENT TRANSLATOR 
CALLED 

Dr. Charles B. Williams, known to in- 
creasing numbers of Christians through 
his translation of the Williams’ New Tes- 
tament, has been called to be with the 
Lord after a brief iliness. Since his re- 
tirement in 1946, he had lived in Lake- 
land, Fla. 

Beginning his teaching and preaching 
while still in his teens, Dr. Williams later 
studied at Wake Forest College, Crozer 
Seminary and Southwestern Seminary 
where he was one of the original faculty 
members. He later taught at Mercer Uni- 
versity, Macon, Ga., and served briefly as 
president of Howard College. 

His translation of the New Testament 
from the original Greek into modern 
English was the work of nearly twenty 
years and is considered among the best 
of the modern translations.

MEMORY SELECTION: Teach me thy 
way, O Jehovah; and lead me in a plain 
path.—Psalm 27:11, A.S.V. 


Remembering the word from the 
Epistle to the Romans, “Whatsoever 
things were written aforetime were writ- 
ten for our learning, that through pati- 
ence and through comfort of the scrip- 
tures we might have hope” (15:4), we 
shall do well to look at the life of Gideon 
for some special message which the Lord 
has for each one of us in it. 

The lesson which finds real response in 
my own heart is the realization that 
Gideon, with God’s help, overcame his 
hesitancy and entered into a field of 
service in which the Lord did great things 
through him. While some of us may be 
too brash in our understanding of our 
limitations, many of us face the call of 
God to service with a realization of our 
insignificance and utter worthlessness. 
Consequently, there is a diffidence about 
entering into that to which the Lord is 
calling. In fact, some of us are prone to 
argue that the Lord surely doesn’t mean 
for us to go into such a field of activity. 
We suggest that He must mean someone 
else. How good it is to know that the Lord 
never asks us to do anything without 
giving us the needed resources to do it. 

The story of Gideon reminds us of the 
faithfulness of God to the individual 
whom He calls. Let us allow the Spirit 
of God to apply the truth to each one 
of us. 


1. God’s Call (Judg. 6:11-17) 

We should understand that the term, 
“the angel of the Lord,” is undoubtedly 
a reference to an appearance of the Sec- 
ond Person of the Holy Trinity prior to 
His incarnation. That the angel of Jeho- 
vah is Jehovah is proved by the context 
of many references to His appearing. For 
example, Genesis 16:7-12 (consider v. 13) ; 
Genesis 22:11-15 (consider vv. 12 and 
16) ; Genesis 31:11 (consider v. 13) ; Gen- 
esis 32:24 (consider v. 30); Genesis 48:16 
(look at v. 20), and in the passage under 
consideration in our lesson, look care- 
fully at verses 14 and 15. In the New 
Testament the Revised Version changes 
the expression “the angel of the Lord” 
to “an angel of the Lord” (Luke 2:9; 
Matt. 28:2). It is apparent, of course, 
that the New Testament references could 
not refer to the Lord Jesus Himself. 

You will notice that God’s call came to 
Gideon while he was about his business. 
Gideon was no indolent fellow who looked 
to others to support him. God never puts 
a premium on laziness. You will find that 
the men whom God calls are busy men. 

The angel of the Lord greeted Gideon, 
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“Jehovah is with thee, thou mighty man 
of valor” (v. 12). Again it is apparent that 
Gideon was a good and brave man, or 
else the Lord, who always speaks the 
truth, would not have greeted him so. 

Gideon’s immediate response is one of 
concern for his people. We wonder if it 
is too much to understand the transition 
between what the angel said and Gideon’s 
response as being expressed in para- 
phrase: “It is all very well for the Lord 
to be with me, but can it be said He is 
with His people?” Here evidently was an 
evidence of Gideon’s concern for his 
nation. 

It was then that God called him to 
service. You will notice the commission, 
“Go in this thy might, and save Israel 
from the hand of Midian: have not I sent 
thee?” (v. 14). Gideon’s reticence to enter 
in was undoubtedly born of true humility. 
He recognized that he did not have the 
wherewithal naturally to be such a leader. 
His family was poor, and he considered 
himself to be least in his father’s house. 
However, God indicated that he had 
found favor in His sight and that He 
would use him. Gideon was evidently a 
man of reticence, for you will remember 
that later he asked God for a further 
test (Judg. 6:36-40). 


II. Gideon’s Action (Judg. 6:25-27) 

When God commissioned Gideon to 
lead Israel so that they would be de- 
livered from their enemies, He first of 
all called upon His servant to take a 
very definite stand himself. It was neces- 
sary for the altar of Baal and the 
Asherah to be destroyed. 

Remember that these idolatrous ob- 
jects of worship were the possession of 
Gideon’s father. But Gideon did not quail. 
In obedience to the command, he took 
ten of his servants and did as the Lord 
had spoken. In this matter his father was 
definitely wrong, and Gideon knew it. 
He was willing to risk the wrath of his 
father as well as the bitter antagonism 
of all of his people. The lesson is clear, 
that when God commands we must obey. 


III. The People’s Allegiance (Judg. 
8:22, 23) 

The record of how that God brought 
deliverance to Israel from the dominion 
of the Midianites is recorded in chapter 
7. The whole story shows once again 
that it was God’s wisdom and power 
which brought victory. To bring deliver- 
ance at the hand of three hundred men 
is to direct our minds and hearts to the 
Lord who gave the plan of the ‘battle and 
who commissioned His servant. 

Having said this much, let us not forget 
that Gideon was willing to obey, and it 
is to the man who has faith in what 
God says that victory comes. It doesn’t 
surprise us, therefore, to read that the 
men of Israel said, “Rule thou over us, 
both thou, and thy son, and thy son’s 
son also; for thou hast saved us out of 
the hand of Midian” (v. 22). 


We are glad that the people had a sense 
of thankfulness to this man whom God 
so signally used. However, their sugges- 
tion found no response in his heart. His 
statement was, “I will not rule over you, 
neither shall my son rule over you: Je- 
hovah shall rule over you” (v. 23). Here 
is a magnificent statement. In the day 
when “there was no king in Israel: every 
man did that which was right in his own 
eyes” (Judg. 21:25), there was at least 
one who recognized the true King. 





July 27 
Preparation for Service 
I Samuel 1:20, 24-28; 3:1, 16-4:la 

MEMORY SELECTION: The child Sam- 
uel grew on, and increased in favor both 
with Jehovah, and also with men.— 
I Samuel 2:26, A.S.V. 


Someone has called Samuel “the last 
and greatest of the judges and the first 
of the prophets.” It was given to Samuel 
to anoint both Saul and David as king 
over Israel. It is apparent, therefore, 
that there was a transition in the govern- 
ment of Israel, the judges departing and 
the monarchy beginning. 

Thus the statement is fully established 
that Samuel was the last of the judges. 
There are numerous references to the 
fact that he judged Israel. He was a man 
of exemplary character and was able to 
have the people say to him, “Thou hast 
not defrauded us, nor oppressed us, 
neither hast thou taken aught of any 
man’s hand” (I Sam. 12:4). The only 
possible reflection on his character seems 
to have been the perversity of his sons 
(I Sam. 8:3). 

But Samuel was more than a judge; 
he was also a prophet. He was not the 
first prophet, for you will remember that 
God spoke through Moses: “Jehovah thy 
God will raise up unto thee a prophet 
from the midst of thee, of thy brethren, 
like unto me” (Deut. 18:15). Moses was 
a prophet, who spoke for God and fore- 
told the future. However, Samuel began 
a train of prophets in connection with 
the history of Israel. such men as Nathan. 
Elijah, Elisha and others whom the Lord 
used in a very wonderful way. 


I. The Birth of Samuel (I Sam. 1:20) 

Some of the evils of polygamy are 
definitely seen in this story. The taunting 
pride of Peninnah (Hannah’s “rival pro- 
voked her sore’”—v. 6), Hannah’s bitter- 
ness of soul, her fretfulness (vv. 6, 7, 8,). 
the inability of Elkanah to cope with the 
situation (v. 8)—all these things were 
the result of polygamy. 

Hannah’s grief was very real and in- 
tense (v. 7). In grief of soul she went up 
to the tabernacle located in Shiloh. There 
she prayed and wept before the Lord. 
In her desire to have a child, she made a 
vow to the Lord: “If thou wilt indeed 
look on the affliction of thy handmaid. 
and remember me, and not forget thy 
handmaid, but wilt give unto thy hand- 
maid a man child, then I will give him 
unto Jehovah all the days of his life, and 
there shall no razor come upon his head” 
(v. 11). It was the willing desire of Han- 
nah that a son who would be given to her 
would be a Nazarite (cf. Num. 6:2). 

Hannah was further misunderstood at 
the tabernacle in that Eli thought that 
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she was drunk. At length, understanding 
the sorrow of the woman and the peti- 
tion which she had upon her heart, Eli 
dismissed her with his blessing (v. 17). 
Our verse tells us that “when the time 
was come about, that Hannah conceived, 
and bare a son; and she called his name 
Samuel.” The name Samuel actually 
means “name of God” or “his name is 
El.” Actually, I Samuel 1:20 has a play 
upon Samuel. His name does not actually 
mean, “I have asked him of Jehovah,” 
but the name and the expression, “I have 
asked him of Jehovah,” are similar in 
the original language. 


Il. The Presentation of Samuel 
(I Sam. 1:24-28) 

As soon as the child was weaned, Han- 
nah took him and an offering to the 
tabernacle. She was absolutely faithful 
to the promise which she had made in 
the vow at the tabernacle years before. 
Her language is soul-inspiring: ‘For this 
child I prayed; and Jehovah hath given 
me my petition which I asked of him: 
therefore also I have granted him to 
Jehovah; as long as he liveth he is 
eranted to Jehovah. And he worshiped 
Jehovah there” (vv. 27, 28). 

How easy it is for some of us to forget 
what we promise the Lord in a time of 
dire need. It is well to remember His 
word, “When thou vowest a vow unto 
God, defer not to pay it; for he hath no 
pleasure in fools: pay that which thou 
vowest. Better is it that thou shouldest 
not vow, than that thou shouldest vow 
and not pay” (Eccles. 5:4, 5). 

Surely here was a wonderful act of 
devotion on the part of Hannah, for her 
boy undoubtedly was very dear and pre- 
cious to her. But nothing was too good 
for God, and nothing must come between 
her and the vow which she made to the 
Lord. No wonder Samuel was a boy who 
loved the Lord. No wonder it could be 
said of him even at that early age, “And 
he worshiped Jehovah there” (v. 28). 


II. The Ministry of Samuel (I Sam. 
3:1, 16-4:la) 

Even as a child, it is recorded, “Samuel 
ministered unto Jehovah” (v. 1). What 
a wonderful blessing as a boy and later 
as a man was Samuel to his nation. Says 
the Scripture, “The word of Jehovah was 
rare in those days; there was no fre- 
quent vision” (v. 1, margin). It was 
through this man that God was able to 
speak to His people. Had it not been for 
Samuel, there would surely have been a 
greater dearth of the Word of God. 

But not only did Samuel serve the 
Lord as a child, the record says that he 
grew, Jehovah was with him, and he 
prospered him (v. 19). His ministry was 
a very effective one: “None of his words” 
fell “to the ground” (v. 19). He was 
widely recognized as the servant of God 
(v. 20). The Lord appeared to Samuel, 
and the Lord revealed himself through 
Samuel. The record is, “The word of 
Samuel came to all Israel” (4:1). 





August 3 
Samuel, Judge and Prophet 
I Samuel 7:5-17 
MEMORY SELECTION: Direct your 
hearts unto Jehovah, and serve him only. 
—I Samuel 7:3. 
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Samuel, serves to call to our attention 
the great blessing which godly leaders are 
to any people. Samuel’s life shows the 
pattern which those charged with respon- 
sibility to a people should observe. More- 
over, it is evident that Samuel had a 
very wide and diverse ministry, in that 
he was prophet, priest and judge. 


I, Samuel as Prophet (I Sam. 7:5-8) 

Though many of us think the first 
characteristic of a prophet is to foretell 
the future, the stress in the Word of God 
is rather to forthtell—to speak for God. 
It is true, of course, that many of the 
prophets were given the ability to speak 
concerning the future. Thus it was that 
God established their message and con- 
firmed it as originating in Himself. How- 
ever, we should not forget the great 
stress on the application of the prophet’s 
words to his own day and generation. 
He had a message from God to give to 
the people as to how they should live, 
and, of course, that particular message 
was not restricted to the day of the 
prophet himself. There is a relevancy in 
all that the Word of God has to say to 
the people of God in biblical days so far 
as we are concerned. As a prophet, God 
used Samuel in calling his people to re- 
pentance, so that they might be in the 
place in which the Lord Himself could 
bless them and release them from the 
tyranny of their foes. 

But Samuel was not only a preacher; 
he was also a pray-er. The very fact that 
Israel came to him requesting that he 
pray for them undoubtedly indicates that 
he had a reputation in this direction. 
Normally we don’t ask people to pray 
for us unless we know that they are 
men or women who know how to lay 
hold of God in prayer. Even at the close 
of his life, Israel made this same request 
(I Sam. 12:19). 

In our lesson today Samuel could say, 
“Gather all Israel to Mizpah, and I will 
pray for you unto Jehovah” (v. 5). Israel 
was evidently so impressed by this prom- 
ise of Samuel’s that it is recorded: “They 
gathered together to Mizpah” (v. 6). It 
must have been a day of national repent- 
ance and prayer, for we read that the 
people fasted and confessed, “We have 
sinned against Jehovah” (v. 6). The fact 
that there is reference to Samuel’s judg- 
ing Israel at the time evidences the fact 
that there were wrongs to be made right, 

Thus the children of God came to the 
place where God in jealous righteousness, 
love and grace could undertake for them. 
Samuel was the pray-er. Said the peo- 
ple, “Cease not to cry unto Jehovah our 
God for us, that he will save us” (v. 8). 

Great is the blessing of God when He 
gives to any people such a leader as 
Samuel. Whether we are thinking of the 
nation or of the local church or of any 
other Christian organization, we can 
thank God for such leadership. Here was 
a man true to God, palpably honest and 
absolutely just in his decisions. While he 
was not always able to convince the peo- 
ple as to the path that God would have 
them tread, they did admit his spirituali- 
ty, his honesty, and the fact that he knew 
how to lay hold of God in prayer. 
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II. Samuel as Priest (I Sam. 7:9-11) 

On this occasion when Israel had come 
together at Mizpah, they had confessed 
their sins, and Samuel had prayed for 
them. And then, as an officiant in sacri- 
fice, he took a lamb and offered it for a 
whole burnt offering to the Lord. On the 
basis of this sacrifice, Samuel cried unto 
the Lord, and God answered him. 

Even as he was offering up the burnt 
offering, the Philistines drew near to 
battle and God undertook marvelously 
in behalf of Israel. The record says, 
“Jehovah thundered with a great thun- 
der on that day upon the Philistines, and 
discomfited them; and they were smitten 
down before Israel’ (v. 10). 

Once again there was divine inter- 
vention on behalf of God’s people. The 
Lord Himself undertook for them. There 
is no human explanation here, for the 
Philistines were mighty and undoubtedly 
were well organized. The Lord Himself 
delivered His people. And then it was that 
the men of Israel pursued the Philis- 
tines and smote them. No wonder Samuel 
took a stone and set it between Mizpah 
and Shen and called it Ebenezer. 
nm Samuel as Judge (I Sam. 7:12- 
After God had wrought victory at Miz- 
pah, Samuel set up the stone, saying 
hitherto hath Jehovah helped us (v. 12). 
During the rest of Samuel’s leadership 
as judge—that is, prior to the coronation 
of Saul as king—the Philistines came no 
more within the border of Israel. God re- 
stored cities which had been taken by 
the Philistines and He gave peace in 
the land. 

In faithfulness to his duty as judge, 
Samuel “went from year to year in circuit 
to Bethel, and Gilgal, and Mizpah; and 
he judged Israel in all those places” 
(v. 16). This little record makes it very 
plain that Samuel was diligent in carry- 
ing out his responsibility. Here was no 
man of indolence. He was active in going 
from place to place so that he could 
better meet the needs of his people. Who 
can doubt but that people from all over 
the land came to these appointed places; 
that is to say, the place which was near 
to them; and Samuel in equity judged 
their problems and controversies which 
they presented. 

Samuel lived in Ramah and judged 
Israel there as well. But perhaps the 
most significant word is, “He built there 
an altar unto Jehovah.” How wonderful 
it is that any man’s home is the place 
where an altar to God is erected. While 
it is not given to us to build altars with 
stone and mortar, and we certainly are 
not to present animal sacrifices to the 
Lord (the Lord once for all has made 
the sacrifice for sin), nevertheless, we 
can dedicate our homes to God, and in 
a special way acknowledge His presence.

No doubt every generation has looked 
at its own problems and has come to the 
conclusion that never before were there 
any difficulties quite so large as the ones 
which it faces. Of course, there is a very 
real sense in which our own generation 
is faced with colossal problems. As we 
move toward the end of the age, the 
forces of evil wax greater and greater. 
The days come on apace, and will arrive 
after the removal of the Church, when 
“except those days were shortened, no 
flesh would have been saved’’ (Matt. 
24:22). However, it is good to look back 
and think carefully about bygone days, 
for many of the problems which any 
generation faces have been faced before. 

In our lesson today, it is evident that 
Saul came to the nation at a time when 
there were many, many problems. There 
was certainly disunity, for there were 
those who did not acknowledge his king- 
ship. A divided people always presents 
a great problem to any leader. 

Not only was there disunity within, 
but there were powerful foes without. The 
Philistines alone would have been enough 
to shake the confidence of many men. 
But in addition there were other foes 
(for example, the Ammonites, cf. I Sam. 
a8). 

Even beyond these problems there was 
the limited means at Saul’s disposal for 
any opposition to his enemies. Israel did 
not have implements of war, and there 
seemed to be little opportunity for getting 
them. 

Only God could help in an hour like 
this. Thank God, the One who met 
Israel’s need in that day still lives. And 
He is able to meet us in our needs today. 


> - The Ancestry of the King (I Sam. 

Saul’s father was a man whom God 
called “a mighty man of valor” (v. 1). 
God speaks of Saul as a good man. In 
fact, “there was not among the children 
of Israel a goodlier person than he” 
(v. 2). Saul had tremendous opportunity 
then. He had the privilege of a godly 
father, of noble upbringing, and of a 
good character. True, all of these bless- 
ings were his through the grace of God, 
but the point is, they were his. 

Moreover, God blessed him with an 
unusual physique. “From his shoulders 
and upward he was higher than any of 
the people” (v. 2), or as we would say, 
“head and shoulders” above all the rest. 
He was also without superior so far as 
character was concerned. Here was a 
tremendously good beginning for a man 
destined to be a king. 


II. The Nobility of the King (I Sam. 
10:24-27) 

All of us recognize how wonderfully 
Saul began his kingship. In this passage 
we have brought to our attention the 
fact that even Samuel would say of this 
young king, “See ye him whom Jehovah 
hath chosen, that there is none like him 
among all the people?” (v. 24). 

Though there must have been general 
acclaim to what Samuel said of Saul, 
and though there were many that cast 
their lot with Saul, nevertheless, there 
were some who despised him. It is always 
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so. Sometimes the opposition is justified, 
at other times it is not. In this case, cer- 
tainly up to this point, there was every 
indication of the blessing of God upon 
Saul and every reason for all the Israel- 
ites to follow him. However, “certain 
worthless fellows said, How shall this man 
save us? And they despised him”’ (v. 27). 


The important thing to notice in this 
incident is the last sentence, “But he held 
his peace” (v. 27). The margin says, “But 
he was as though he had been deaf.” 
Many a man would have been sorely 
tempted, and probably would have suc- 
cumbed to the temptation, in anger and 
bitterness of spirit, to attempt to deal 
with such individuals. But Saul was not 
such a man, at least at this time. There 
was a nobility of character here, and as 
it were, he looked with disdain upon such 
opposition and considered it beneath his 
dignity even to recognize it. 

It is always better to let the Lord 
handle such opposition, and in this time 
of his life Saul seems to have been char- 
acterized by a greatness of heart and a 
clinging to God that caused him to stand 
head and shoulders spiritually over his 
people, as well as physically. 


III. The Courage of the King (I Sam. 
13:5-7, 19-22) 

When the Philistines assembled to fight 
Israel and came against them with thirty 
thousand chariots, six thousand horse- 
men, and an innumerable company as 
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well, the people of Israel became greatly 
distressed. In their consternation they ran 
to the caves, the thickets and the rocks 
to hide themselves. Some even went over 
the Jordan into the land of Gad and 
Gilead. But notice that Saul stayed in 
Gilgal. There were those who followed 


him, but they followed him “trembling” 
(v. 7). 
There is something very wonderful 


about the king staying in the land. Here 
again, he was trusting God and believing 
that God would undertake for him. Sad 
it is that he didn’t wait for Samuel to 
come to offer the sacrifice, but trespassed 
and offered the sacrifice himself, and so 
brought upon himself the judgment of 
God (vv. 13, 14). However, when others 
were fleeing, this man stood, so we cer- 
tainly can commend him as having great 
courage. 

Something of the difficulties facing Saul 
in connection with the Philistines is 
brought to our attention in verses 19-22. 
The Philistines evidently were going to 
make sure that the Hebrews would not 
get implements of warfare. No smith was 
allowed to be in Israel. This device, of 
course, Made it necessary for them to go 
down to the land of Philistia to have their 
agricultural implements sharpened. With 
the exception of a file, which they had for 
some of their implements, they had no 
other means for making the weapons in 
common use at that time. However, with 
Saul and Jonathan, the record says, there 
was sword and spear (cf. v. 22). More 
than one undoubtedly said it was a dark 
day; but God did intervene, God did help, 
God blessed the courage of Saul and his 
son Jonathan.

Under the inspiration of such leadership 
and with the kind of help workers feel 
they need from month to month, your 
staff will show more and more en- 
thusiasm, and the entire Sunday school 
become a vastly more effective means of 
reaching children and adults for Christ.

of thanksgiving or of repentance and 


‘prayer. It does not invalidate civil at- 
_ tempts to preserve the Lord’s day from 
) invasion and seizure by commercial in- 
-terests and organized sports. All these 


practices are consistent with separation 
of Church and State. 


+ SEPARATION of Church and State, how- 
ever, does mean something definite. It 
means that there will be no privileged 
Church, supported by the State and tak- 
ing precedence in public functions and 
private ministry. It means that there 
shall be no execution of Church laws or 
decisions of Church courts by the State, 
no exemption of any class of citizens 
from the jurisdiction of civil courts and 
laws. 

It means that there shall be no sup- 
port of sectarian religion in any form by 
tax money, whether such support is by 
transporting pupils to religious schools, 
providing books free of cost, paying 
members of religious orders for teaching, 
or giving technical services to religious 
groups. 

Carrying out this principle demands 
that there be no pluralistic system of 
education supported by State funds. If 
a private school system is to exist along- 
side of public schools, it must be through 
the interest and support of private citi- 
zens. Separation of Church and State 
demands that no public official, especially 
a judge, act prejudicially because of his 
religious connections. It excludes the 
existence of religious political parties and 
of religious discrimination in industry. 

This separation of Church and State 
can best be safeguarded by eternal vigi- 
lance. Let every citizen be a watchman, 
a minute man, to cry alarm when the 
wall is breached. The responsibility does 
not rest upon judges, organizations or 
movements, but upon us as individuals. 
The antidote rests in our historical un- 
derstanding and in our passionate devo- 
tion to the truth which has produced so 
happy a situation in American history.

Principles of Personality Building for 
Christian Parents, by C. B. Eavey. 

This book represents an excellent in- 
tegration of modern educational psychology 
with biblical teaching. The topics covered 
include: security. independence. authority, 
fear. anger. love, inferiority, and the nor- 
mal personality. It gives Christian parents 
an overall view of factors to be considered 
and problems to be avoided in the nurture 
of their children for Christian character 
and personality development. 

For the student of Christian education it 
will serve as a source book for bibliogra- 
phies and topics for discussion in local 
church parent-education groups. 

The reviewer feels the presentation 
would be more effective if there were more 
illustrations from actual case histories of 
child development, more practical sugges- 
tions for parents, and less exhortation. 

Teachers and parents in the local church 
would benefit from a list of suggestions for 
use in referring the disturbed child to 
agencies for professional care. For the 
average child, however, the recommenda- 
tions are adequate. 

The author again has contributed to a 
neglected field of practical Christian edu- 
cation. This guide or manual will motivate 
the intelligent Christian to begin the life- 
long task of assisting children, young peo- 
ple and parents to build Christian homes 
where the more abundant life is lived.

Here is a devotional and expository study 
of this strategic chapter of the Bible by a 
gifted professor of the Old Testament in 
Westminster Theological Seminary. The 
author not only gives a careful exegesis 
of the chapter, but ably meets the modern 
critic on his own ground. Every Bible 
teacher and minister should be able to give 
the true answer to the Ethiopian’s ques- 
tion to Philip, “I pray thee. of whom 
speaketh the prophet this? of himself, or 
of some other man?” (Acts 8:34). Dr. 
Young has made us all his debtors in this 
small and inexpensive volume.

The Greatest Book Ever Written, by 
Fulton Oursler. 

The author, who also wrote The Greatest 
Story Ever Told (the story of Christ). has 
in this book retold the great stories from 
the Old Testament. Starting with creation 
he takes his reader through the many great 
events as recorded in the Old Testament. 
He does not try to interpret, but fills in 
details regarding time, place, and other

matters not included in Scripture. 

The last chapter in the book is an ac- 
count of the events between the Old and 
New Testaments, not recorded in the Bible, 
but nevertheless important as history. 

The book is interesting, but like other 
books of this type, does not take the place 
of the inspired Bible record.

Christ in Poetry, compiled and edited 
by Thomas Curtis Clark and Hazel Davis 
Clark. 

A compilation of 529 religious poems. 
through which the compilers have sought 
to set forth Christ as “CCompanion, Inspirer, 
and Guide .. . the Lord of our hearts and 
homes.” The majority of the poems have 
been written during the present century. 
While there are many excellent poems in 
this collection, we feel that there is an 
overemphasis on the humanity of Christ 
and the moral influence of His death, and 
a lack of emphasis on His deity, the vicari- 
ous nature of His death, and the need of 
regeneration as a prerequisite to the ex- 
perience of Christ’s presence.

Principalities and Powers, by Gordon 
Rupp. 

The book professes to be a discussion of 
that realm which lies between theology 
and history, and is an effort to relate the 
one to the other. In this effort. the author 


attempts to differentiate “between a Chris-. 


tianity which accepts the consequences of 
divine intervention in history, and the 
errors of Protestant fundamentalism on the 
one hand and of Roman Catholicism on the 
other.” He champions what he calls “an 
optimism of grace,” which he _ identifies 
with the Evangelical Arminianism of the 
Methodism of John and Charles Wesley. 

One of the best passages in the book de- 
plores an ecumenicity which sacrifices con- 
viction for harmony. The author appears 
to believe that the chief task of the Church 
is to meet and solve the great social prob- 
lems of the world. Principalities and 
powers to him seem to be the sinister influ- 
ences at work in industry, in commerce, 
and elsewhere, with which the Church 
must grapple.

Blow Upon My Garden, by John H. 
Bostrom, 

The author has endeavored to depict. and 
with much success, the possibilities of 
glorious triumphant Christian living. em- 
ploying the analogy of the garden and 
flowers of the Song of Solomon, such as, 
“A bundle of myrrh is my well-beloved 
unto me,” “Thy lips, O my spouse, drop as 
the honey comb: honey and milk are under 
thy tongue; and the smell of thy garments 
is like the smell of Lebanon.” “His cheeks 
are as a bed of spices, as sweet flowers: his 
lips like lilies, dropping sweet smelling 
myrrh.” 

Chapter I lifts its readers into the 
heavenlies, far above the noise and grind 
and shadows and depressing circumstances 
of the world. Would that more of us would 
thus live in that garden of His choice. 

The remaining six chapters deal with the 
four winds: the east wind in Jonah 4:8, the 
north wind of the Song of Solomon 4:16, 
the south wind of Job 37:16, 17, the west 
wind of I Kings 18:42-45. 

This book is worth reading and rereading.

Books written on the lives of great 
evangelists of the past are still of extreme 
interest to Christians. This volume is not 
one whit less interesting, indeed it is more 
so, because it is the authenticated review 
of America’s most outstanding evangelist 
of the day, who can be seen in person and 
heard over the radio throughout this land 
of ours. 

Nothing could be more inspiring to young 
Christian leaders than to read how Billy 
Graham began his ministry, and how he 
carried on his great campaigns in Portland, 
Minneapolis, Atlanta, Fort Worth, Shreve- 
port, Memphis, etc. Quite naturally the 
reports of the thousands of souls saved in 
these meetings give rise of praise to God, 
but Billy’s exploits of faith will make a 
deep and lasting impression in one’s 
spiritual growth. To keep abreast of the 
evangelist and revival in these times, this 
book is a must.

This is another in the long list of “cases” 
for various basic doctrines of our Christian 
faith, and against various tendencies and 
activities in current theology. objectives 
and methods in the religious world. The 
present booklet, conforming to the author's 
custom, is amply documented with quota- 
tions from a wealth of sources, although 
some of these quotations might perhaps 
have included a bit more context to make 
their meaning entirely clear. 

Liberal evangelism is shown to be in- 
adequate in a number of respects. It has no 
valid credentials, it has no place for the 
Holy Spirit, and it is superficial in its 
methods. Furthermore, it does not produce 
genuine Christian experience, it lacks 
spiritual dynamic and is actually a coun- 
terfeit evangelism. A very valuable little 
book.

An ideal promotional manual written to 
inspire clergymen and lay workers to use 
tested business methods in their church 
work. The author, a layman, associated 
with an advertising agency, for years has 
devoted much time to helping churches 
apply the same scientific methods to their 
work which are used to build up a business. 
He diagnoses the churches’ ills and then 
shows how many of them have found the 
way out. 

The book is interestingly written and 
very readable. It will suggest to churches 
of all sizes: better public relations, fund 
raising ideas, as well as new means of 
building attendance through special serv- 
ices, better music, well-planned advertis- 
ing, etc. Possibly no one church could or 
would take heartily to all the ways and 
means given, but all groups can find within 
these pages many plans and programs to 
which their local church would respond 
readily and spontaneously. The book is well 
documented and provides helpful leads for 
pursuing further research in the fields of 
special interest.

to the Marriage Altar.” The selection of 
materials has been made by the Family 
Life Commission of the Board of Parish 
Education of the Concordia Publishing

This book includes many practical sug- 
gestions for working out interesting young 
people’s programs in the local church, such 
as a sacred band concert, a missionary pro- 
gram, and an art gallery exhibit. The re- 
viewer feels, however, that the titles for 
the meetings are sometimes misleading, and 
spiritual truths are overpopularized. 

Recommendations for a well-rounded 
program of weekday activities include a 
school of music, a Scripture memorization 
class, a Bible workshop, and a missionary 
correspondence club. If these are integrated 
into the annual program of the local 
church, they should contribute much to 
the spiritual development of young people 
and the salvation of the lost.

Here is a biographical book that reads 
like a novel.

Henry Horace Williams was professor of 
philosophy at the University of North 
Carolina for many years. The editor of the 
book he regarded as one of his most gifted 
students. In 1921, former students of Wil- 
liams arranged for a secretary to make a 
stenographic record of the dialogues in his 
logic class between professor and students. 
In this volume readers gain a glimpse of 
the great teacher in his classroom, his 
dialectic method and his teaching itself. 

The content of the book is not Christian 
from the point of view of a Bible-loving 
believer in the Lord Jesus Christ, but it is 
full of much truth. One can see through a 
reading of these chapters how the “gadfly 
of Chapel Hill” influenced and stimulated 
the hundreds who passed through his class- 
room during the years. The book will be

They are presented for the most part 
in what is conceived to be the chronological 
order of composition. Critical problems of 
date and authorship are discussed to some 
extent, the author taking a rather conserva- 
tive position. He argues, for example, for 
one Isaiah, and for an early date for 
Daniel. 

Most of the books are briefly outlined. 
The general method is to consider the 
author and his message, the historical 
background, and the meaning and applica- 
tion of the various prophecies. 

The book has value, especially for the 
student of biblical criticism. Its woth is 
marred somewhat, however, by what seems 
to be rather arbitrary statements and as- 
sumptions with insufficient foundation. For 
example, it is stated that Hosea 13:11 indi- 
cates that “for Hosea the very existence of 
the Northern Kingdom was sin,’ whereas 


the reference seems actually to be to the } 


original establishment of the kingdom 
under Saul rather than to the revolt under 
Jeroboam. Again, the broad assertion is 
made that “the priests were also judges,” 
which scarcely seems to have been the 
general rule. His treatment of “unfulfilled 
prophecy” on pp. 17-19 also seems to be 

somewhat less than entirely satisfactory.

Bible and those who have tried to follow 
in that train. I find, furthermore, that 
every important leader in the Bible and 
since has been obliged to seek for, and 
has had conferred upon him or her, 
supernatural powers. I am much shaken 
by this conclusion. But I think it is drawn 
from the facts. 

I find other curious things. Let us take 
the example of personal appearance— 
very important in leadership. We may 
search history and find persons of 
extremely distinguished ancestry and 
wholly remarkable environment, yet they 
have lacked dignity and presence. If we 
look at the classical example of splendid 
presence, namely Solomon, what do we 
find? God gave him royal majesty 
(I Chron. 29:25). 

This I believe is the clue to greatness. 
It is the gift of God—not a gift anyone 
may have, but a gift nonetheless. “Great- 
ness” from any other source does not 
endure, is not genuine and is a mere 
power—usually on the whole for evil. 

Greatness is a rare gift, because it is 
rarely sought and the conditions of the

gift rarely fulfilled. If we confine our 
study to national and world affairs, it is 
the rarest of all gifts, sought and given 
only occasionally in the entire human 
story. 

Taking the severest historical view, 
however, we may claim that never in his- 
tory was it more needed than now, for we 
face the crisis of all ages. It is not within 
the scope of this article to prove this— 
if proof be needed—but I state this as a 
fact: never in all recorded history was 
great leadership more imperative. 

The leaders we need must rank with 
the enduring ones of history—so few in 
number and never found outside the 
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Bible story and its subsequent Christian 
tradition. 

What do we know now of the most 
powerful Chaldean? Nothing. But we 
know much about Abraham, and his 
works and faith influence everyone of 
us all our lives in one way or another. 

What do we now know, or indeed care, 
about the most powerful Egyptian of all 
Egypt’s history? Nothing. But of Joseph 
and Moses we know much. Their every 
action and word are increasingly an 
influence upon untold millions, for the 
Bible is more widely read every passing 
year. 

What do we now know of the most im- 
portant Philistine statesman? Nothing. 
But David lives in our very hearts and 
his greatness is the inspiration of mil- 
lions upon millions of our own genera- 
tion. 


+ THESE were great men. Their relevance 
remains. That is the supreme practical 
test. Alexander, Caesar, Napoleon have 
not the slightest relevance. We must 
distinguish between men who were tem- 
porarily powerful and men who won 
enduring greatness. 

We need men now who will seek for 
that supreme prize; only such can help 
us in our desperate need. Such men will 
have the characteristics Buchan gives 
us as essential, but they will empty 
themselves of them all to seek super- 
natural power and take royal majesty 
and greatness as a gift from God. They 
will be men who know that their struggle 
is not with men, but against principali- 
ties and powers. 

They will be men who do not merely 
give God occasional public recognition, 
which people will think is so nice of them, 
but men who profoundly believe that 
their prayer time is infinitely more im- 
portant than their cabinet meetings, who 
are not afraid to abandon work in their 
offices for devotion in the holy place. 
They will believe not as a superstition, 
but as a profound fact that God can and 
will intervene by sovereign act in men’s 
affairs, and short of such intervention 
men’s affairs will not be settled or solved. 

Such men will be ruthless in Christ. 
They will be merciful in Christ. They will 
refuse to answer to popular opinion, but 
only to God. They will test every action 
and policy in the crucible of Holy Scrip- 
ture and in its whole context. They will 
take their stand upon the proposition 
that Holy Scripture as a whole provides 
final authority and cannot be questioned. 
Last, they will publicly declare that only 
at Christ’s coming will men’s affairs be 
finally regulated. 

We are much too prone to be content 
with men who fall far short of all this 
and who merely very occasionally pay 
God passing notice. We are inclined in 
our desperation to pretend that men 
who really know nothing whatsoever of 
the big greatness, which is a supreme 
gift of God to men on rare occasions, are 
the ones for whom we seek, because of 
offhand references to the Almighty. This 
should be utterly unsatisfactory to us 
and we should look for and seek a man 
who can stand before God in company 
with the enduring heroes of the human 
story. 
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STUDENT recently graduated from 

an outstanding Christian academy 

as a thoroughgoing unbeliever. For 

four years he had lived with con- 
secrated Christian high school kids who 
eagerly read their Bibles and prayed. He 
had daily gone to classes which were 
opened with prayer and which were cen- 
tered in the study of the Bible. He had 
frequently gone to chapel and heard some 
of the outstanding teachers and evan- 
gelists of the country. And yet when he 
had completed his high school course he 
was apparently no closer to accepting 
Christ than when he entered the school. 

Why was he so unmoved by the gospel 
message? For one thing he firmly be- 
lieved in evolution, and his brother fre- 
quently sent him material on this sub- 
ject from a nearby university. But that 
was not the only reason. From his own 
lips came the admission that he could 
have no part of Christ because he had 
no respect for the Christian students on 
campus. He complained that while they 
knew something of the Bible, they knew 
very little of what else was going on in 
the world and what the ideas of other 
men were. As a result, they were unable 
to gain his confidence and therefore 
could not lead him to Christ. 

A tragedy, you say? You're right. But 
how about it? If this student had been 
going to your school would you have been 
able to meet him on his own ground and 
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overcome his difficulty? Or if he had 
been interested in other things, such as 
science, politics, history, current happen- 
ings or even baseball, would you have 
known something about “his side” so that 
you could talk intelligently with him? If 
your answer is “no,” you probably need 
to look at your reading habits. 

Too many teen-agers are rationing 
themselves on very little out of school 
reading—perhaps their Bible, a little in 
a devotional book, the daily funnies and 
sports and maybe in the case of girls the 
fashion page. This may be all right as 
far as it goes. But if this is all that you 
are reading, you can hardly hope to be 
well enough informed to establish a 
point of contact with other people— 
something you ordinarily have to do if 
you are to point them to the Saviour. 


+ Pau. has something to say which bears 
on this in II Corinthians 5:20, where he 
points out that we are ambassadors for 
Christ. Now when an ambassador is sent 
to another country by his king he im- 
mediately learns as much as possible 
about the country to which he is going. 
He learns about the people—their way of 
life, their interests, their way of think- 
ing—so that he may be able successfully 
to represent the interests of his country. 

It’s a great honor to be sent as an 
ambassador to represent a king or pres- 
ident. But Paul says that we have an

even greater job than that. We are am- 
bassadors for Christ. We are the per- 
sonal representatives for the One who 
is the King over all earthly kings. Should 
we not then be all the more constrained 
to find out what the people around us 
are facing so that we may best be able 
to represent our King, the Lord Jesus 
Christ? 

Perhaps it’s been your ‘opinion that 
reading about anything that is going on 
in the world is just plain dull. I think 
you will change your mind if you stop 
to think a minute. We are living in one 
of the most thrilling and momentous 
ages in history. Almost every day things 
take place that would have changed the 
course of a whole century if they had 
happened in times past. 

Science in the last fifty years has done 
fabulous things and seems to be stepping 
at a faster pace all the time. Medicine 
is constantly making headlines with dis- 
coveries of new drugs that can be count- 
ed on to help rid man of diseases that 
have plagued us for thousands of years. 

The history of the first half of this 
century has already been marked with 
two world wars and the possibility of 
more to come. The politics of our coun- 
try is becoming ever more complicated 
and yet more significant as the country 
continues to grow and as world affairs 
become more tense. At the same time the 
materialistic philosophy of our time is 
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exerting its deadly influence. 

The history of this fast-moving age is 
being written daily and it remains for 
us to see what the outcome will be. Sec- 
retary of State Dean Acheson was re- 
cently quoted in Time magazine as say- 
ing, “It seems to me that we are better 
off than we were a year ago... But 
there are no grounds for complacency 
... The outcome in the contest between 
a better future and a return to the dark 
ages is still undetermined.” 

It is this conflict that we have the 
privilege of seeing worked out if we 
follow what is going on. And these are 
the very things on the minds of the peo- 
ple we meet every day. If we are going 
to reach them, we must be able to ap- 
proach them on the basis of what they 
are thinking about. 

Maybe you are wondering where you 
can read about some of these things. Of 
course, your daily newspaper will be one 
source. They give you the news as it 
happens. Some of the weekly news mag- 
azines are probably even better, however. 
They give a good commentary on the im- 
portant news without your having to 
plough through non-essential items. They 
also give interesting highlights in poli- 
tics, art, science, religion, sports, business, 
foreign affairs and other fields. Time and 
Newsweek are especially good in this line. 
Reader’s Digest is interesting and easy 
to read and gives some of the best human 
interest features from all magazines. 

To be well rounded, however, your 
reading should not stop here. There are 
plenty of thrilling books which give a 
good background for world trends today. 
Biographies of the famous statesmen, 
soldiers and scientists of our country are 
always good reading. The weekly news 
magazines give a current listing of worth- 
while books. Sports magazines, fashion 
magazines and etiquette books should not 
be overlooked either. 

In all this reading, however, keep in 
mind that this is secular material and 
treat it as such. Read to understand 
what is going on in the world and to 
understand the people you meet each 
day. At the same time be sure to give 
your Bible reading its rightful first place. 
It will also be valuable to keep up with 
various phases of Christian apologetics, 
such as archaeological discoveries and 
science and the Bible. 


+ Ir is said that the late Dr. H. A. Iron- 
side could talk intelligently on any sub- 
ject. He was always the first to say that 
he was no authority, but he did know 
what was going on. And he used this in 
gaining the confidence of those he met 
and was very effective in winning souls. 
Moses, Daniel and Paul were all well in- 
formed as to what was going on about 
them. As Paul states, “I am made all 
things to all men, that I might by all 
means save some.” The way is wide open 
for us to do the same. 

We have the answer to the heart need 
of those about us, and it is up to us to 
get to these people with the message of 
the gospel. If we can reach the place 
where we have a genuine interest in the 
people in the world and an interest in 
the things that are claiming their atten- 
tion, we will undoubtedly have moved a 
long way toward the place where we can 
teach them for Christ. 
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Streamline Your Service... 
Behind the Bars

own spiritual relationship to God before going out to talk to others, but you 

would be surprised how many, especially young people, are making an attempt 

to do personal work when they have not had a personal transaction with God 
themselves. If there is any doubt in your mind about your own salvation, your 
first job is you. 

Then, assuming that you know you are right before God, that you have a real 
love for the lost, a sincere desire to let God use you in winning them, you are ready 
to think about visiting men and women who have been put away from society 
because of their wrongdoing. 

From the outset you must realize that jail work is different from any other type 
of Christian witnessing. You will be talking to super-sensitive (though they may 
appear to be hardened), bittcr, unresponsive, cynical people. In most cases they 
don’t want your God ... they don’t believe in Him. That is why you must rely 
on Him completely to open their minds and hearts to what you have to say. 


|: may seem unnecessary to remind a person that he should check up on his 


+ EXPERIENCE has taught that there are some important do’s and don’ts regarding 
methods. I’ll pass on what I consider to be the most important. 

1. Always be careful to abide by the rules and regulations of the institution. 
Before you start, find out about the rules and be certain that your whole group 
knows them. Such things as promptness in arriving and leaving, getting permission 
before handling personal matters for an inmate and the like will impress the 
authorities with your willingness to co-operate and will make future visits more 
pleasant. 

2. Dress modestly, do not be extreme. Be clean, neat and attractively dressed, 
but not flashy. Prisoners will resent a person who looks too prosperous. 

3. Be sure to read all tracts and literature before distributing them. Some tracts 
would be offensive to those behind bars, and if resentment is created through a 
tract, a barrier will be set up that will still exist the next time you approach the 
prisoner. 

4. Be friendly and natural. Even if there is indifference or even contempt, main- 
tain a kind and friendly smile. Do not make the prisoner think that you consider 
him any different from those outside. He feels that the only difference is that he 
was caught! Treat him as you would a friend or acquaintance. Be sure you make 
a friendly contact before a direct witness with the Word. 

5. Never force yourself on a man or woman behind bars. If he refuses to listen 
after contact is made, do not argue. Leave in as friendly a fashion as you ap- 
proached him. 

6. A tract should not be handed to the individual either before or during con- 
versation. If you do, he will start reading it and will not hear you. It is better to 
leave it with him when you go. 

7. Never argue about “religion.” Leave doctrine out of your discussion. If the 
one to whom you are speaking brings up a questionable point, direct his thoughts 
back to the positive gospel. [Continued on page 814]

+ THE soldier’s name is Jim—Jim Saun- 
ders. Jim is 19 years old. He was just 18 
when he was drafted—had just graduated 
from high school in a Midwestern city. 

Jim’s father is an insurance salesman 
with a comfortable income, and Jim and 
his dad used to talk a lot about Jim’s 
college education. Jim liked science in 
high school and would like to be a chem- 
ical engineer. He and his dad were look- 
ing forward to Jim's entering college the 
September following his graduation. That 
is, they looked forward to it up until 
Jim’s junior year in high school. Then 
Mr. Saunders began to frown as he read 
the evening papers or his weekly news 
magazine. 

Jim himself did a lot of thinking and a 
lot of talking with the other fellows in 
his class. One night when Jim and his 
dad were talking about college, Jim broke 
in: 

“Oh, Dad, what’s the use of talking 
about it. I won’t go to college next year. 
Maybe I'll never get there. The army is 
going to snatch me the minute I get out 
of high school, and who knows how long 
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I'll be in? What’s the use of planning, 
what’s the use of even thinking about 
college?” 

Mr. Saunders’ frown deepened, but he 
said, “Well, son, we mustn’t take such a 
gloomy view of things. The war in Korea 
may end any day now, and then they'll 
cut down on draftees. Maybe you won’t 
even be called.” 

But the war didn’t end, and Jim was 
Grafted. When he left home, his mother 
cried a little and his father tried to be 
cheerful. 

“You'll be out in a year or less, Jim. 
Then you can start college. After all, a 
lot of kids work a year between high 
school and college. You won’t lose much 
time.” 


+ JiIm’s been in the service exactly seven 
months now and it doesn’t look as though 
he is going to get out in a year—or even 
in two years. But that isn’t all that wor- 
ries Jim. In the months since he was 
drafted, he’s discovered some pretty dis- 
turbing things—about his country, his 
home town and himself. 

One of the big things that worries Jim 
is that no one else in the country except 
the servicemen seem to be worried. When 
he gets an occasional pass and goes back 
home, Jim finds things pretty much the 
same. The folks are working hard—but 
not at defense jobs. They’re working hard 
and earning money and spending money. 
They’re being entertained and buying TV 
sets and new cars. Even the strong pleas 
of the Red Cross for blood donors don’t 
seem to get across to the folks back home, 
and the shortage of blood for fighting 
men continues.

N every town and community in

We have 
often heard young people say, “It’s one 
thing to hear a preacher talk. You expect 
him to say what he does. But when one 
of our own crowd talks about knowing 
the Lord, that hits home.” 

See what we mean? So this month 
we’re going to concentrate on finding out 
about this job of being witnesses for 
Jesus Christ—why, how, and wherefore. 


First Sunday: Why Be a Witness? 

The obvious answer to this question is, 
“Because Jesus said to.” The last words 
He spoke before returning to heaven (and 
a person’s final words are generally his 
most important) were: “Ye shall be wit- 
nesses unto me” (Acts 1:8. Together with 
this important verse, study Matthew 28: 
19; Mark 16:15, and John 20:21). 

You see, God has so designed things 
that the marvelous news of salvation 
shall be spread by those who have re- 
sponded to it—not by angels, not by 
thunderous announcements from heaven, 
but by men and women, fellows and girls 
who have trusted the Saviour, taking the 
gospel message and telling it to others. 

Here’s a challenging thought: Christ 
said to go to all the world with the gos- 
pel. He didn’t say, “Settle down, get a 
good job, enjoy life.” When He comes 
again, we will stand before Him while He 
reviews our lives (cf. II Cor. 5:10 with 
I Cor. 3:9-15). 

What are we going to say to Him when 
He asks us if we did the one thing He 
gave us to do? People are prone to sit 
around and criticize God because He al- 
lows heathen people to live and die with- 
out the same opportunity that we have, 
when it’s our fault, not God’s. 

He told us to go everywhere with the 
gospel. We’d better be doing it. It’s our 
job, not just the preacher’s or the mis- 
sionary’s. All of us together make up a 
mighty army, with officers and privates. 
But just as in a regular army the gen- 
erals are not expected to do all the fight- 
ing, so in God’s army we are to fight 
under the direction of our leaders. 
There’s a place in the front line for each 
one of us to fill. The joy of the Christian 
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life can be ours only as we get into the 
battle. 

There is a sense in which every Chris- 
tian is already a witness. II Corinthians 
5:20 says, “We are ambassadors.” Now 
an ambassador is a representative of a 
person or power to a foreign country. We 
are ambassadors for Christ in a hostile 
country. We are ambassadors. Not “we 
ought to be.” Our witness may not be 
a good one. We may even turn people 
away from Christ more than we help 
them to Him, but one way or another 
they are going to be influenced for eter- 
nity by what they see in those of us who 
name His name. 

It would be profitable to study John 17 
to see the nature of our witness in the 
world. We are in a foreign country (vv. 
15, 16), sent to represent Christ (v. 18), 
with a specific message to give (vv. 8, 14), 
kept from the evil one by God’s power 
(v. 15), with a great reward ahead of us 
(v. 24). Everything depends on our faith- 
fulness. The greatest commission in all 
history has been put squarely in our 
hands. We must not fail. 


Second Sunday: Where Can I Begin? 


What keeps each one of us from being 
a real witness for Christ? It might be

Witness Stand! 


well to discuss this frankly at the outset 
of this Sunday’s meeting. Is it that we 
don't know enough about the Bible? (You 
don’t have to be a theologian to be a 
witness. All you have to do is to be will- 
ing to tell what you do know.) Is it that 
we don’t seem to know the kids who 
need to hear? (Then we'd better start 
doing something to establish contact with 
them. How are they going to meet a real 
Christian and hear the gospel if you 
don’t get next to them?) Is it that you’re 
ashamed to speak for Christ? (What are 
you ashamed of? Christ? Of course not. 
It’s more likely that your own life doesn’t 
ring true and you’re honest enough not 
to go around talking when you can’t back 
it up. You’d better confess this terrible 
failure to the Lord and spend time with 
Him until you are ashamed that you have 
let Him down, and are resolved that your 
life is going to count for Him.) 

A very recital of our failures suggests 
the place to begin being a witness. Let’s 
enumerate the points we've already 
touched on and find out what the Bible 
says about them. 

1. Live the life. The normal pattern for 
witnessing seems to be to show in our 
lives the difference that Christ makes 
and be ready to give a reason when others 
ask us about it. Study I Peter 3:15 care- 
fully in this connection. Has anyone ever 
asked you why your’re different, or what 
it is that you’ve got that they haven’t? 
Chances are, then, that your life doesn’t 
really show what Christ means to you. 

Talk is cheap. It’s your life that counts. 
Better never utter a word if you can’t 
back it up. But live the life and you'll 











have plenty of chances to speak up and 
explain. 

2. Make friends. You can’t win people 
to Christ by preaching at them, or by 
ignoring them, cutting yourself complete- 
ly off from them. You must establish con- 
tact with them and show your interest 
in them. This means, first of all, that 
you've got to be “squared away” your- 
self, not so everlastingly concerned about 
yourself that you haven’t time to think 
of others. 

Jesus was a friend of sinners. You must 
be too. You can avoid their sin, but be- 
friend them. Instead of condemning their 
sinful ways, remember that in all proba- 
bility they have no Christian friend, no 
one praying for them, no opportunity 
like you to know the way of salvation. 
Begin praying for them; make a prayer 
list, and ask God to let you have a few 
friends who need Jesus Christ. 

3. Look for opportunities to speak. 
They'll come if your life has anything 
of the joy, the selflessness, and the at- 
tractiveness of the Lord Jesus about it. 
Read Colossians 4:3 where Paul speaks 
of praying for God to open doors to 
speak. Why not start each day by asking 
God to open just the right doors for 
you to live and speak for Christ in front 
of your own crowd? 


Third Sunday: What Shall I Say? 

A Sunday evening meeting could very 
profitably be devoted to finding out just 
what the message of the gospel is, and 
how we ought to go about explaining it 
to others. Don’t embarrass anyone in 
the group, but give your young people a 
chance to tell how they would explain 
the gospel to some fellow or girl. Where 
would they begin? What truths do they 
feel would have to be put across to give 
the message completely? 

Incidentally, the finest way to find out 
just what different ones in your crowd 
understand concerning the way of salva- 
tion is to ask them to explain it to you. 
and to throw up some of the common 
excuses that men offer, to see if they have 
thought through the message. 

The simplest analysis of the gospel 
would have to be fourfold: 

1. Who Jesus Christ is. His deity must 
be demonstrated. There must be an ap- 
preciation of His wonderful person so 
as to understand His work (see John 
20:31). 

2. What Jesus Christ has done. The 
finished, completed, sufficient work that 
was done on Calvary to put away our 
sins, to furnish us a righteousness, and 
to impart eternal life must be appreciat- 
ed, and it must be understood that this 
work was a personal bearing of our own 
punishment. 

3. Why we need Christ. There must be 
an understanding of our position before 
God as spiritually dead, helpless to save 
ourselves, separated by our sin. 

4. What we musi do. Explain what it 
means to appropriate the gift purchased 
on Calvary by “believing,” that is, by re- 
ceiving or trusting Christ. 


Fourth Sunday: What if He Says .. .? 

Any Christian who has spoken to oth- 
ers about Christ has run into questions 
and objections. In books and study 
courses on how to lead others to Christ 
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these objections are usually listed, to- 
gether with a few clinching verses of 
Scripture that can be wielded as a weap- 
on in defense. 

But there are two things a young 
Christian must guard against—argument 
and distracting details. 

There is a tendency to get worried over 
some objection a person raises, when ac- 
tually it doesn’t affect the person’s con- 
dition at all. Chances are it isn’t a real 
objection, but only an excuse. 

So it will help to realize that there is 
one objection to the gospel—self-right- 
eousness, and two excuses men make in 
betraying it—goodness and religion. It 
is pride, it is self-righteousness that keeps 
everyone from getting down off his high 
horse and admitting his sin so that he 
can have the Saviour. Speak to people 
of Christ, and they will either tell you 
of their goodness or their religion. 

Ever notice the classic parable on self- 
righteousness in Luke 18:9-14? The 
Pharisee boasted of his goodness and his 
religion, and so went to hell. The publi- 
can threw himself on God for salvation, 
and went to heaven. Turn to Romans 2 
and see how Paul, in proving to man his 
sin, stops long enough to answer these 
two excuses. In verses 1-16 he tells the 
man who “judges others” (that is, who 
figures he’s good enough to get by) that 
God will judge the secrets of men’s 
hearts someday by Jesus Christ. That 
ought to be enough to scare anybody 
away from boasting of any goodness. But 
then in verses 17-29, there’s the man 
who feels that his religion will get him 
by. God says it isn’t the possession of 
outward ceremonies that counts, but the 
reality in one’s heart. 

When you talk to others, stick to the 
important things. Don’t get sidetracked. 
And stick to what you know. Don’t get 
into arguments about what you don’t 
know. 

You can never win people by argument. 
It is your life that will win them, and 
then your explanation of the gospel can 
show them the way to enter into the 
same experience that you enjoy. May 
God make each one of us, even the 
youngest of us, good witnesses for our 
wonderful Saviour.

War II—fought three years in the Pacific. 
He was single then. He was in some 
pretty rough spots out there. Miraculous- 
ly, he came home without a scratch, 
though he knew plenty of fellows who 
didn’t fare so well. 

Since the end of World War II, Tom 
has forgotten a lot of the things that 
happened out there in the Pacific. He 
married a wonderful girl, started a busi- 
ness of his own—an appliance store in 
his home town. He and Betty have a 
baby, too—Tom, Jr.—two years old now, 
and they are expecting another one in 
a few months. 

Tom had just got the appliance store 
going pretty well—so well that he and 
Betty had started thinking about buying 
a home—when he was called back into 
the service. It was a shock. Tom had 
been in the reserves, but somehow he 
hadn’t figured on this. Tom sold the 








store and their furniture, and Betty and 
little Tommy followed Tom to camp and 
settled down in a tiny one-room apart- 
ment where Tom could come home week 
ends. 

Tom worries because he hasn’t had 
time to work out a secure futuré for Bet- 
ty. He wonders if he’ll be as lucky in 
this war as he was before. He wonders 


if he’ll come back crippled. He wonders, 


what will happen to Betty and the chil- 
dren if he doesn’t come back at all. 
There’s no security in Tom’s future—no 
security for Betty and the children. Tom, 
like Jim Saunders, feels the need of a 
foundation—something to count on. 
That’s why Tom looks at the man be- 
side him and says, “I’ve never gone to 
church much, sir, and I’ve done a lot of 
things I’m ashamed of. I guess I need 
the Saviour the man was telling us about. 
I want to set things right for eternity 
even if I can’t do much about security 
in this life. I’d like to tell my wife about 
this, too. How can we get that way, sir?” 


+ Here, then, are two stories—not the 
stories of two soldiers whose real names 
are Jim Saunders and Tom Fulton, but 
stories which represent the very real ex- 
periences and problems of two groups of 
American servicemen. And it’s because of 
their problems, because of the seriousness 
of these men, that the preaching of the 
gospel is getting such a tremendous re- 
sponse in our armed forces today. 

In the past few years great strides have 
been taken to meet the spiritual and 
emotional needs of these men in uniform. 
Chaplains today are better trained, bet- 
ter organized than ever before. Most of 
them have been relieved of all duties 
other than spiritual ones. 

Yes, religion is given a greater empha- 
sis in the service today, and religious or- 
ganizations like the Pocket Testament 
League are being welcomed into the 
camps to preach the gospel of Christ and 
to distribute the Word of God. 

The chaplains and other Christian 
workers who are now serving the armed 
forces recognize the tremendous need and 
opportunity there. 
and neglect of the country as a whole 
are reflected by American Christians and 
American churches, so many of whom are 
indifferent to this wide-open door for the 
gospel. 

It’s time Americans woke up to the na- 
tional emergency. It’s time we realized 
the needs of the men in uniform. It’s 
time we took the Word of Life to the men 
who may sacrifice their lives for us.
